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MeClellam— Grant— Slioriilau. 

A brilliant trio, which will adorn the future 
liistorr of our country. But a* political rancor 
is endeavoring to pale tlie lustre of McClellan’s 
fame be iuyidionB comparisons with Grant and 
Sheridan, we desire to call especial attention to 
a few facts, and, in doing this, we are not actuated 
by any desire to take any laurel from the brow of 
desert, but simply to do an act of justice to one 
who has been foully maligned and slandered by 
the whole yelping pack of ^abolition hyenas. 
Our despatches yesterday stated that Grant’s 
army was “quiet hut not idle,” and that he 
could at any time he pleased occupy Richmond, 
Imt hopes to attain the same results without the 
aerious loss of life which would attend a direct 
assault. On tha 2*tb of June, 1882, Gen. Mc- 
Clellan's army was neither quiet nor idle; it had 
the previous day fonght the terrible battle of 
Savage’s Station, eightv-four days after McClel- 
lan had commenced his Peninsula campaign, 
and after midnight and the toils of the day he 
wrote to Secretary Stanton: “Had I even ten 
thousand fresh troops to use to-morrow I could 
take Richmond.” It is now one hundred and 
seventy-five days from May 3, 1864, when Gen. 
Grant commenced a campaign by the Lincoln 
“plan," we will aot call it Grant’s, and crossed 
the Rapid Ann, and Grnut'nnd tlio Army of the 
Potomac are now just where McClellan was 
about eight huadred and sixty days ago, or two 
years and four rnarlthe. From that sad June 
28, 1862, until this present. October 25, 1864, wo 
have not advanced one ineli toward the occn- 
^ ! mond, Although it has cost the 

lars, and over a quarter million of men, dead, 
maimed, wounded, and shattered in constitu- 
tion. 

Again; The New Tork Tribune, of Friday last, 
referring to the superb generalship (of Sheridan 
in the Shenandoah Valley, says: “lie wins now 
after such a fight and such a defeat as would 
have made McClellan declarp, ‘you have done 
vour best to sacrifice this army,’ and demand 
reinforcements.” She; idau has had no occasion 
to ask for new levees; they have been scat to 
him as fast as thev could be transported. But 
all these brilliant victories which Sheridan is 
winning would have been useless had the advice 
of McClellan been taken. When he left Wash- 
ington for Fortress Monroe, in April, 1862, 
Northern Virginia was completely in our pos- 
session, and not an inch of ground s* gained 
was lost until tha evacuation of the Peninsula 
was imperatively ordered, despite the protest of 
McClellan, which left the £ rebels free to 
advance again through the valley of the 
Shenandoah, and to menace the national 
capital. From the 3d of August, 1862, when 
the army was ordered to raise the siege of Rich- 
mond, until August 31st, when Halleek called 
Imploringly upon McClellan to assist him in the 
crisis with his ability and experience, there was 
nothing but disaster; Pope had fallen back 
apon Washington; on the 3d of September the 
whole Army ol the Potomac had sought refuge 
within McClellan's lines around the national 
capital; the rebels wore crossing the Potomac 
at Poolcsvilie; but the 8th of September McClel- 
lan again tftok the field at the head of his old 
army, soon after checked the Confederate ad- 
vance, fought the enemy at South Moun- 
tain on the 14th, and at Antietam 
on the 17tli, and on the 19lh reported to the 
General-in-Chief that Maryland was entirely 
fl ee from the presence of the enemy, who had 
beem driven across the Potomac, and was re- 
treating by the way of the Shenandoah Valley, 
lit brings us again to consider Sheridan’s 

ovements, and he is aiming to accomplish 
now what McClellan advised in a letter to the 
General-in-Chief, written exactly two years ago, 
Oct. 25, 1862. He then said as to the guarding 
of the line of the Potomac: 

It lias long appeared to me that the liest wav 
of covering this line would be by occupying 
Front Royal. Strasburg. Warderisvillc, and 
Moorefield, or the debouches of the several val- 
leys in which they are situated. These points, 
or suitable places in their vicinity, should 
be strongly intrenched and permanently held. 
One great advantage of this arrangement would 
he the covering of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, nnd an essential part of the svs- 
tem would be. the construction of a liuk of rail- 
way from Winchester to Strasburg, and the re- 
building of tlie Manassas Gap railway bridge 
over tlie Shenandoah. Tlie intrenchment of 
Manassas Junction would complete the system 
for tlie defence of the approaches to Washing- 
ton and the Upper Potomac. Many months ago 
I recommended this arrangement; in fact, gave 
orders for it to be carried into effect. I still re- 
gard it as essential underail circumstances. 

Sheridan is nsw doing what McClellan order- 
ed to be done many nioaths before October 
25, 1862, and had lie been properly supported 
Pennsylvania and Maryland would have been 
saved from two Invasions. We have thus shown 
conclusively that General Grant at the present 
moment is no nearer tlie capture of Richmond 
than McClellan was in June 28, 1862, and that 
General Sheridan is now endeavoring to accom- 
plish what McClellan advised two years ago. 
In naming our brilliant Potomac military trio, 
have we not then a right to classify them Mc- 
Clellan, Grant, and Sheridan?

*r It is freely rumored that the Federal 
Government intends to go into the pork trade 
this season and take all the hogs in Kentucky 
at a fixed valuation of eight cents gross, for 
slaughter. Wc do not hear whether Uncle Sam 
contemplates the packing business in addijon 
to the killing, hut we presume not, for that will 
offer extensive and valuable contracts to fill the 
purses of favorites. We should not object to 
any operations ou tlie part of the military 
authorities whieli are adopted for the purpose of 
supplying our armies in the service against 
rebellion, unless Kentucky should again be 
singled out vexatiously, detrimentally, and 
unjustly, as the field for the business. Our State 
has had a large proportion of its able-bodied 
laboring population turned over to the War 
Department by volunteering, draft, and kid- 
napping, while tlie old, infirm, and young have 
been left at home, where humanity as well 
as domestic ties prompt our citizens to sup. 
port them. For the past year this has been a 
much more onerous indirect tax than any of the 
direct excises, imposts, or duties which have 
been rendered necessary to give energy to the 
sinews of war. Bacon is the great staple of oui’ 
provisions to feed tlie labor of the State, and its 
price now ranges from nineteen to twenty-four 
cents the pound. All other articles which are 
necessary to support life arc high in proportion. 
With wheat at from *1 75 to $1 90; corn and 
rye at #1 25 the bushel; potatoes nearly $2 the 
bushel, and oniona still tygher, what are our 
farmers to do if they are deprived of their 
bacon? The reports of tlie census of I860 give 
the following as ths number of swine and the 
total value of the live stock for Keutucky and 
the neighboring States: 



Indiana, it will be seen, raises a larger num- 
ber of swine than Kentucky, though the aggre- 
gate valuation of the live stock of the latter is 
greater on account of the improved breeds of 
our horses, mules, and other cattle, but in the 
decade from 1850 to 1860 the Indiana swine pro- 
duct increased 231,752, while Kentucky decreased 
560,578. Let us make a comparison of the ag- 
riculture productions of tltc same States, as also 
shown by the census returns of 1860: 



Indiana exceeds Kentucky iu the produce of the 
three great article* of potatoes, corn, and wheat, 
and gained steadily upon us during the last 
decade. Thus while Indiana increased her po- 
tatoes from 1850 to 1860, in bushels, 1,789,793, 
tlie increase of Kentucky was only 261,045. In- 
diana’s increase in corn was 16,677,228, and that 
of Kentucky 5,371,042 ; and while Indiana im- 
proved >,001,602 in her wheat crop, Kentucky 
exhibits but 5,251,989. Wc make this compari- 
son with Indiana because she has more swine 
than Kentucky, and her product is increasing 
while eursis falling off; because she shows by 
the census an aggregate of about eighty-nine 
million bushels of the three great farinaceous 
articles to but seventv-threc millions for our 
State, and because the rumors which have in- 
duced us to make this analysis of their relative 
porcine and cereal wealth indicate that Indiana 
is not to he disturbed in the preparation of her 
supply of pork and bacou for the year 1864. 
We are not perfectly certain that tlie buzz 
about our streets as to the contemplated action 
of the Government will assume any tangible 
shape or form, but the very existence of such 
rumors shows that the attention of somebody 
has been directed to this new imposition 
upon Keutucky and this novel exaction from 
her means of support. We have found by sad 
experience that any whispered suggestion as to 
tlie means of “humiliating” our State because 
of its conservative position, and its determina- 
tion not to give its electoral vote to the rc- 
clection of President Lincoln, lias always eventu- 
ally assumed tlie proportions of a substantial 
grievance. Wc arc aware that remonstrance 
will be unavailing if tliose who poison the cars 
of tlie authorities as to tlie loyalty of Kentucky 
have decided that this new blow shall he struck 
at her commerce. We know that those who 
live upon government salaries earc hut little 
how hard tlie times may go with tlie people, 
and that to them there is music in the knock of 
tlie tax-gatlicrcr against the cottage doors 
of humble industry, for it helps to replenish the 
Federal coffers Irom which they draw their sti- 
pend. There is, therefore, no probable benefit 
to he derived from this exposition of the in- 
justice which rumor points out as in contempla- 
tion, hut still it is our duty to protest against it, 
though we may be compelled to submit toil. 
If any proper sacrifice should be asked of Ken- 
tucky, it would not be necessary to accompany 
it w ith a peremptory demand; blit, wliilc equal 
taxation is the great fundamental principle of 
the constitution, it will tie impossible to defend 
a course of action which shall single out our 
State for an onerous surrender of an important 
article of its subsistence, while Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois are overlooked. Wc do not imag- 
ine for one moment that the unfairness, illcgal- 
itv, or uuccnstitutionality of tlie contemplated 
act would lie the slightest impediment to ear- 
ly ing it out, but we journalise it for future ref- 
erence, when tlie time shall come to settle up 
the accounts between our people and their pres- 
ent task-masters. 



C’onsi mi-rum. — The constitution say-, ' a 
well-regulated militia is necessary to the securi- 
ty of a free State,” meaning that it is necessary 
against domestic usurpation, as well as against 
foreign enemies. It gives Congress power to 
“call forth the militia to execute the laws, sup- 
press insurrection, and repel invasion,” hut ex- 
pressly reserve* “to tlie States respectively the 
appointment of the officers." 

Tlie conscription act puts the whole militia of 
all the States under the control of the President, 
enabling him to call them out at will, and to 
appoint their officers. This is in conflict with the 
obvious intention of the constitution to keep 
tlie militia under the control of the respective 
Stale.- by the appointment of their officers, ami 
makes the constitutionality of the act more thau 
doubtful. 

Its policy is equally doubtful. If the war bad 
not been turned into an abolition crusade, there 
would have been no need for conscription. Vol- 
unteering, so much more appropriate to a re- 
public, would have supplied ample numtiers of 
willing soldiers, or, if not, they could have been 
legally obtained by drafts from the militia with 
their legally appointed officers, as was done dur- 
ing the last war with England. During that 
war Congress decided that conscription was un- 
constitutional, the representatives of the very 
States then so voting which are now most ur- 
gent in its favor. 

icif More than twenty years ago Mr. O’Con- 
nell, tlie Irish agitator, made a bitter speech 
against slavery. Mr. Wcissinger, our partner at 
that time, who wrote seldom but with much 
ability, replied to the agitator’s speech and de- 
fended slavery. He said substantially in reply, 
that, in a state of nature, before the organiza- 
tion of civil society, all men , whether 
white or blach, have a right to free- 
dom, no matter what color, hut that the condition 
and circumstances and usages and established 
laws and necessities of society greatlv modify 
that right. 

And now such fellows as Lucien Anderson, 
picking out a phrase from the midst of a sen- 
tence, and misquoting even that, represent the 
Journal as having taught the unqualified doc- 
trine, that, in the present condition of affairs, 
all men have a right to freedom, no matter what 
color! When fellows pick out phrases for such 
a use, how much too good arc they to pick 
■pockets! 

Fellow-conservatives, you, as taxed citi- 
zens, arc compelled to aid in paying for the abo- 
lition electioneering documents circulated by tlie 
ft iends of Lincoln and Johnson. Will you not 
at least make yourselves some amends for the 
grievous wrong by contributing voluntarily and 
liberally for the spreading abroad of documents 
devoted to the support of your own noble can- 
didates and saving principles!

jHTA citizen of Tfiini . cc, living -ft or uear 
Nashville, went into the re Eel nriuj soou after 
the commcnccinei^ of the rebellion and fought 
in the battle of Shiloh. He afterwards left tlie 
army xml went into private life, but was com- 
pelled by John Morgan, in one of his raids, to 
act as bis guide. He at length went to Nash- 
ville and took the oath of allegiance to the Fed- 
eral government, and, after stating to Mr. Mili- 
tary Governor Johnson all that he had done, re- 
ceived a permit from that functionary to keep a 
gun. A Federal squad, learning that he had a 
gun and knowing that he had been in the rebel 
service, look the weapon away from him. Heap- 
] sealed to the Governor. Hit* non-ex celleut Ex- 
cellency compelled the restitution of the gun to 
the cx-robel and issued the following: 

State of Tennessee, Exkittjve Dkf’t. > 
Nashville, July 7, 1863. f 
Wh<?roa*. The Constitution of the State of 
Tennessee in the Declaration of Rights — act 1. 
section 26 — provides that the loyal citizens of 
this State have a right to keep and bear arms 
for their common defence; and. whereas, the 
Constitution of the United States— act 11, 
amendment* to tlie Constitution — provides as 
follows: “A well-regulated militia being neces- 
sary to the security of a free State, the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms shall not be 

infringed:” Therefore, ^ E»q., a 

loyal citizen of the county of Davidson, i* au- 
thorized to keep a gun for the defence of him, 
self and family. ANDREW JOHNSON, 
Military Governor of Tennessee. 

Po Tennessee’s military governor held at that 
time that the Constitution of the United State* 
and the Constitution of Tennessee were too sa- 
cred to be violated, but now he thinks them of 
no more account than »o much wrapping paper. 
Moreover he then held that the pereon, in be- 
halfof whose right to keep arms he interfered, was 
a “ loyal titisen" but now, under bis lute proc- 
lamation, that ‘ 'loyal citizen," the citizen whom 
he insisted on furnishing with fire-arms, cannot 
vote In the Presidential election! 



Rebel Movement's. — F rank Morrison, who 
was captured by the rebel* and taken to Court- 
land, has escaped and arrived at Decatur. He 
reports Roddy at Courtland and his command 
at Moulton and Somerville. Another report re- 
ceived at Decatur is to the elfect that Roddy is 
at Florence and his main force at Tuscuuibia. 

A despatch from Decatur says : “I give the 
following for what it is worth : A citizen who 

caiue in to our picket line reports three coinpu- 
nks of rebels in ambush on the Somerville road, 
and three more to be there to-night (Monday), 
supposed to l*c after forage trains. Dick Tay- 
lor, lie sarH, is on Bear Creek with 10,000 men. 
Roddy is to attack Decatur within two days, 
and Dick is to help him.” 

A Captain of a gunboat on the Tennessee re- 
ports two companies of rebels on the south side 
of the river, and that some of them attempted 
to cross, but hi* appearance prevented them. 
He says it is reported a part of a rebel regiment 
have shown themselves opposite and below 
Wliiiesburg, Ala., but their intention i» not 
known. 

It was reported that the rebel General Lyon, 
with about seven hundred men, crossed the 
N;u:hville and Northwestern Railroad near Oil- 
lem’a Monday, going In the direction of Flor- 
ence, on the Tennessee river. 



ififlt has been stated that the rebel cavalry 
lender Buford was repulsed at Athens, Ala., on 
tlie 2d inst., but the particulars have never been 
published. A correspondent informs the Na.h- 
ville Union that the work was done by a por- 
tion of the 2d Tennessee cavalry, the 73d Indi- 
ana infantry, and a section of Capt. Beach’s 1st 
Tennessee battery. Great credit is awarded to 
Capt. Beach’s battery, which was so well served 
that the rebel artillery was driven from the 
field. The battery fired about one hun- 
dred rounds, and its execution was terrible. 
It was, however, much damaged by the ene- 
my’s shells, and was only saved from complete 
deetruction^bj the daring courage of private 
James Adams. A shell having exploded under 
a caisson and set it on fire, the heroic Adams 
seized a bucket of water, rushed forward, and 
extinguished the flames with it. Had he not 
done this the loss of life in the little fort would 
have been great. Honor to the gallant private 
for his promptness and bravery, and honor to 
all tbc defenders of the fort. 

CSC On Saturday night, the 8th instant, 
about half-past seven o’clock, fdnr men, sup- 
posed to he disguised by false mustaches and 
faces, went to the premises of John Selser, iu 
Montgomery township, Montgomery county, 
Pa., and while Mr." and Mrs. Selser, son and 
daughter, a hired man and a neighbor, were sit- 
ting together in the house, the persons 
disguised entered, and each one drew a pistol, 
ordering those within to remain quiet. Two of 
the men then guarded the family, while the 
other two searched the house, robbing it of a 
g< Id watch aud chain belonging to the daugh- 
ter, silver watch and chain belonging to the son, 
silver watch and set of studs of the hired man, 
and fifty dollars iu money. They then searched 
the pockets of the family, but failed to get any- 
thing of value. They required those present to 
take an oath that they would not leave the 
house that night, nnd afterward* bound them 
hand and foot, and left the premises.

THE FA IT VI LI/E EXPEDITION A> : \IH MIS' 
RE PRESENTATIONS CORRECTED. 

LorTHViLT.K. Kr.,Oct. 2T, 1864. 

Every man who, in tlie course of this war, bus 
bad :ui inside view of events ns they have oc- 
culted, and hfo iflerwd beheld the* events 
in their “historical” drees, knows well cnonerh 
what the joke called history amouutfl to. It K 
as now gotten up, the saddest and most ridicu- 
lous uud most disgusting of all possible or con- 
ceivable jokes, and. without doubt, never was 
nnv better. The Saltville expedition— about 
which either far too much or far too little has 
now been written — D just about the aptest cast 
in point the war has yet furnished. It huls fair 
at present to pass into “history” in a shape so 
wrung and wrenched by two opposite sets of 
cords and pulleys that thoec who participated in 
it would never be able to recognize it by any 
likeness to the actual facts. And it is distorted 
in thin shameful manner that it may serve as a 
pretext lor discharging on the head of the com- 
niunding General the bottled wrath of two oppo- 
site fc uof accomplished haters. Gen. Burbridgc s 
fault is not that he failed at Saltville, but. on the 
one hand, that he has enlisted negroes iu Ken- 
tucky; and, on the other, that the battered ar- 
mies of the rebellion are splintering off into 
guerilla bands. Honest nun might denounce 
Gen. Bnrhridgc for his radical politics, or for 
m gleet of duty. If he has not made good use of 
all the means at his command against the gue- 
rilla**; but neither here nor elsewhere would 
such a man in arraigning another ever be guilty 
of a mean and slanderous and utterly contempt 
ible nvn-seqnUur. 

The hand which guides this pen shall never 
be knowingly employed cither to praise or to 
censure any man unjustly, or with a purpose , .«) 
help me God. I shall never have any comparigkns 
to make between men who face death or mdre 
criminal injury in the line of duty. Gen. Bur- 
bridge, acting* on his best judgment, calculating 
nil tlie benefits likely to result in every way, re- 
solved upon the expedition into southwestern 
Virginia. The idea of marching a column of 
troops such a distance, over such roads, in the 
face of such difficulties, through an intensely 
hostile people, and against an enemy as brave 
and determined ns the invader, was not bom of a 
mean and timid soul, and, unless offset tw heavy 
disaster, must redound to the honor of {lie pro- 
jector. If the retreat of the ten thousand ia 
the most memorable and most truly glorious 
nulinry exploit of ancient times, so neither in 
this enseis the failure to accomplish the specific 
object of the expedition worthy of a thought 
by the side of the successful achievement 
of the man h. and the rt turn. It i** alleged that 
both the fact and the objects of the expedition 
were known to the rebel-* before wc left Lex- 
ington. This is just half true. Rebel sympa- 
thizers in Kentucky flew to Abingdon with the 
information that Burl-ridge had collected a vast 
force for an expedition into Virginia; but the 
eneinv were a> much in the dark as tot lie objects 
ot tie c\; edition :us if they hud never heard of it. 
Both their official corm*pond»-i»co and the first 
disposition of iheir fortes show that for a long 
time they considered our movement on Saltville 
at* onB ;t feint to cover our real object. All that 
a i could hope for was to deceive tlie enemy :i« 
to our numbers and the point of attack, and 
both these things were done. Eves if Kentucky 
had not been full of swill and malignant trait- 
ors, tb® collection and march of such a column 
could not but have flown to the enemy in ad- 
v.i nee of our coming. Not one soundly sensi- 
ble word in derogation of General Bur bridge on 
this point lian yet been written. 

Again, it is stated that many of the horses 
were unlit for the trip. But no others were to 
be had, and the expedition had to be taken with 
there or not at all. Its .successful accomplish- 
ment under this additional embarrassment is 
singular cause for censure. I am satisfied that 
no considerable number of men werfe at any 
time dismounted for any great while. Before 
wc crossed tlie Virginia line all the forage and 
rations on hand were Issued to the troops, and 
the dismounted men mounted on the pack- 
mules. As fast as our ammunition was con- 
sumed the mules loaded with it were turned 
over for tlie same purpose. Besides, some 
horses, though not very many, were impressed 
iu Virginia. 

In one widely-circulated criticism. General 
Burbridge is censured for “attacking a superior 
force with twcutv-five hundred men, when he 
miglu just as will have attacked with ten thou- 
sand.’’ But General Burbridge had only four 
tlioiuand men in all. One man in four, or one 
thousand in all, was detailed to hold and guard 
the horses, and one or two regiments did not 
bi iTine seriously engaged. Again, it was only 
when the strength of the enemy was developed 
in the course of the action that General Bur- 
bridge discovered, or had any means of di*cov- 
ei ing, their supenorit v. We were told by ne- 
groes that Breckinridge and Williams were 
rejiortcd to have arrived at Saltville with rein- 
forcements, but this information wag manifestly 
not such as to justify, and much more not 
such as to require, ihe summary aban- 
donment of the enterprise. All that could be 
done whs to go on. fee! the enemy thoroughly, 
discover his strength, and lx' governed accord- 
ingly. The facts in regard to the enemy’s num- 
bers aud dispositions are, I judge, very nearly 
these: That Giltncr’s cavalry, Williams’s in- 
fantry, and Preston’s militia were at Saltville 
when wc arrived; that Breckinridge and one 
veteran brigade were at some point on the rail- 
road, ready to more to any point where their 
presence might be required; that the enemy 
were informed on Sunday morning that our 
whole force had moved on Saltville, and that, 
consequently, our attack there would be real; 
that thereupon Breckinridge’s force was sent to 
Saltville, arriving while the action was in pro- 
gress. 

All tl-e disparaging accounts of the expedi- 
dition, cllfieient n> they are in other respects, 
agree in th.*ir efforts r.« » • nfnree the id* a that we 
were whipped in tie tight at KaUvillc. The 
limb, however, is ju-i a- j ii- bely the ivvcrse 
of this ns it could w ell be. We whipped the 
enemy — whipped them handsomely — w hipped 
them thoroughly. Up to the firing of the very 
lastsbo wc were the victors We -h »ve the 
en< my from the time the action begun till it 
ended, and when wc censed to advance the tight 
was over. From the time our men ceased to 
advance for want of ammunition until the or- 
der In v ithdraw was given, halfau hour elapsed, 
and during tl i* time not a shot was tired. 
During all this time our brave boys held what 
they had won on the left and in the centre, and the 
beatco foe did uot raise his little finger to mo-- 
left them. The attempt to make it appear that 
our withdrawal was in cou.-equenceof a repulse; 
that it was disorderly, hastv, or marked by one 
solitary trace of fear, is both criminal and ridicu- 
lous. Never since warbegan upon the earth was 
there a more deliberate, orderly, and undisturbed 
withdrawal of troops from a contest. Our Gen- 
erals -aw that the rumors the negroes brought 
us were true; that the specific object of the ex- 
pedition could not be accomplished, and that 
we had to go awav. The consultation which 
ended in this decision was cool, deliberate, and 
quiti lengthy. To as.-» rt llmt there was one de- 
moralized man in the command, from the high- 
est to the lowest, is foully slanderous. Of all 
the men who had been euqaged that day not 
one bad the remotest suspicion that he had 
Ixrn whipped. 1 saw very nearly the entire 
column pas> as they were leaving the field, and 
I know the troops had not the least idea that 
v c were going away. It was perfectly clear 
from their entire bearing and conversation that 
tl cy felt they had whipped the enemy in haud- 
sc-mc style, and that they exacted to finish up 
the job next morning. They supposed they 
^ere ordered back into the valley to camp and 
take care of their horses, and were complete- 
ly surprised whenj they discovered that the 
movement was a retreat. Ah an eye-witness, 
witli abundant opportunity to observe, I allege 
that this was the feeling of tlie troops. I speak 
of the mas* and tbc manifestation. 

Geneial Hobson is a most gallant and meri- 
torious officer, a true gentleman, and oue of the 
noblest of men. It affords me rare pleasure 
now. os It 1ms always done ever since I knew 
him, to speak of him in the highest and warm- 
est terms at my commaucL Tike duty of with- 
drawing the troops from the field was* intrusted 
to lijm. and he performed it ably and admira- 
bly. But the attempt to make it appear that 
this pillant officer was intrusted with the ta>k 
ot withdrawing a beaten and demoralized army 
which had lost confidence in his superiors, and 
because of this loss of confidence, is egregionsly 
silly and wicked. It i- the wildest aad most 
ci iminal of fancies. General Hobson was as- 
signed to that duty for precisely the same two 
reasons for which any faithful and gallaut offi- 
cer is assigned to any particular duty; first, 
because it is known that he will do it well; sec- 
ondly, l*ccanse, according to the roster, it is his 
place to do it. Hobson’s brigade marched in 
the rear that day; it was the last to arrive upon 
the field, and it was its place to leave the field 
In t. Another element in the care was that it was 
considered desirable that tbc 26th Kentucky in- 
fantry, which belonged to Gen. Hobson’s bri- 
gade, ami which had been le»s engaged during 
ti e expedition than any other regiment, and 
which < onsequcntlv had plenty of ammunition, 
should constitute the roar guard. Tlie command 
of the entire division was not turned over to 
Gen. Hobson until Monday night, at Richland. 
It was by Gen. Burbridge \s order that a force 
was sent forward to occupy Laurel Pass. Gen. 
Burbridge superintended the repairing of the 
break in the road at that point, to such an ex- 
tent that the troops could pass; and. to my cer- 
tain knowledge, two members of his stair labor- 
ed with their own hands, assisting and encour- 
aging the men in the work. The break was 
thus fixed so that the troops could pass, but the 
passage was slow and difficult until Gen. IIol>- 
eon came up, and with admirable aptitude hit 
upon an expedient which entirelv obliterated 
the breach. Gen. Burbridge went on in the 
midst of the column to Bowen’s, and the entire 
command rested there several hours. On Mon- 
dny night the whole division camped together at 
Richland. Up to this time the enemy had not 
fired a shot at ns, aud had not been seen or heard 
of. In fact, wc know that at sunrise on Mon- 
day morning they did not know wc were gone % 
I)o von seek an explanation of their inact jvi^y 
and’ lack of enterprise? It is to be found in Un? 
fact that they were ichivped , and badly ich’^yped 
in the tight. It was at Richland that Gen., ifiir- 
1 rid: e received Gen. Sherman’s order t/> return 
at once, to Kentucky, ancTthere lie turned over 
the command of the whole division to General 
ltd 4 n. It was by Gen. Burbridge w order that 
a force was sent forward to Russqftj's Fork, where 
it was supposed the enemy might molest us. 
( t. Tuesday night the whole command encamp- 
ed as nearly together as mountainous c<>*jn- 
tr> v mid admit, nnd (’^n. Hob-on w:is at Gen. 
Bui bridge’s bivouac and reieh ed instructions 
from turn. ARer fcvery possible dauger was 



i ast. .-md the command w.-i'i in ns \ > if* t Sc*j 
as if it were at Lexington, General** Burbridge 
and McLean, with a small escort, cut loose from 
the column and went forward to Lexington by 
tin quickest route and as expeditiously as pos- 
sible. 

Tn conclusion I wish to say, that one of the 
silliest and most outrageous, the most ridiculous 
and infamous exploits ever conceived is the 
endeavor to create the impression that General 
Burbridge was “stampeded” or “demoralized” 
and abandoned bis com wand. Whatever faults 
General Burbridge may have, rashness and ex- 
cessive chivalry a*e more apt to be reckoned 
among them than lack of firmness aud endur- 
ance. He is one of the gamest and boldest men 
that ever lived since time begun. I have no 
idea that he ever once in his life flinched before 
any foe, or was appalled by any danger or dis- 
n Vr. On several occasions during the expedi- 
tion lie went at the enemy along with onr 
skirvuibhens, and in their very midst, in the most 
reckless manner, whi n he had nothing w hat- 
ever to excuse or justify lib-doing it. No single 
word or act of ’bis, from first to last, affords the 
shade or shadow of an occasion for the atrocious 
statement that he abandoned his command or 
ever thought of doing so. It is sickening to 
have to 1 mention soeli things, even in order 
to refute- them. 

No better illustration could l»e given of the way 
in which this whole affair has been treated than 
the list of prisoners in this morning’s pnt>£i>*. 
taken from the Richmond journals, and 
headed “Prisoners from Saltville.” The 
unsophisticated reader would scarcely guess 
that of the names thus flourished all but 
two are those of surgeons who were left by us to 
take cure, of our wounded, and who, according 
to the agreement between the Government and 
the rebels, arc* not to tic regarded as prisoners 
■of war. To what a depth must that caure bo 
sunk whose advocates resort to such shameless 
means to prop its fortunes. The sense of honor, 
ar. well as every other noble and amiable senti- 
ment, seems to depart forever from every bosom 
into which scccssiomism enters, and ruin and 
desolation mark the track of treason in all the 
walk* of both private and public life.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 

As Chairman ot a Constitutional Union 
Club in this city, I would wish to give publicity 
through your excellent journal to some fact* 
relative to the breaking up of a McClellan meet- 
ing held in thib city ou the 21st iiibt. Prior to 
that meeting, peaceably held, I took the pre- 
caution (?\ as I then supposed, to notify the 
Chief of Military Police, and thus procure a 
guard, who deliberately allowed our meeting to 
1 e fir >kc-n up by au armed party disgracing the 
American uniform, aided by those to whom 
tbore miserable whit# caricatures came more 
m nr an equality than nnv equal amount of de- 
giaded humanity that has ever pained my v in- 
fer — armed negroes. This was done bv men 
dB gracing the blue uniform, that I my seif have 
worn for twenty-six months. 

Ix-t us inquire who composed the McClellan 
meeting thus violently broken up. There were 
ot rr :• hundred McClellan soldiers from the hos- 
pitals the invalid corps, and the army in the 
suburbs, about three hundred Government em- 
pb y <•> ami about n hundred citizens— South- 
ern and Northern. It was almost exclusively 
a meeting of Northern men, connected in some 
wav with th# Government; not that such could 
make tbc outrage greater, but that it brings it 
directly home to the peop e of the North. 

Let us now sec who presided over and ad- 
dressed this meeting. I, a discharged Northern 
soldi* i\ had the honor of presiding at it; aud it 
was addressed by a late Colonel of a Tennessee 
regiment— Colonel Ashbarn — who has been in 
this war since its commencement* has been com- 
mander of tbc post at Clarksville, and lias been 
custom* officer in this very city; in fact, the 
Colonel has fought for the I’nion for three years 
and I l ave served for twenty-six months to 
have those bayonets we handled for the Union, 
m-w used against ourselves, right here iu the 
array, to drown free speech. 

If this was perpetrated upon citizen* alone, it 
would bean outrage; but pcrpctnitcdjpgaiust 
soldiers, who have honorably wrved their term, 
and iiimn those now serving in the hospitals and 
in the field, for the purpose of deterring their 
votes, debarring discussion, trampling on the 
frnmiibc, and setting the iron heel ef despotism 
upon ns, what terms can express it? 

I i»‘k any discharged Republican soldier, or 
Republican soldier yet in the service, how he 
would like that wc would send armed men to 
drive him from a Lincoln mcetingof free thought 
and free speech? 

I w ill appeal to even any army officer who has 
not vet lost every particle of his American tui- 
tion and training — if he has not 6o quickly for 
gotten all his associations and the traditions of 
his fathers, and ask if he can conscientiously — if 
lie will by force of place, money, or favor, Vote 
for o r countenance a candidacv or a party that 
arc indorsing such means? If there arc any 
such, what would the dead sire* of ’76 sav to 
them, could they arise from their graves? I 
fearlessly conjure them to pause, and, amid the 
mad whirl leading to despotism, ask, “whither 
are we drifting?” But I more particularly ask 
and appeal to the people of the North. Even 
one of our Hebrew citizens on Cedar street — 
when this medley of negroes and degraded whiten, 
headed by a negro in Governor Johnson’s im- 
mediate ’employ, who vociferously reiterated 
that he had broken up a McClellan meeting, 
brandished their pistols and muskets oil the 
-idewalks and in the shop doors — exclaimed: 
“This is worse than Russia!” 

Although Great Britain is often referred to as 
t> mimical, nnd her records are not clean, T have 
never heard of an instance within the last fifty 
yt.irs. when a peaceable and lovnl meeting, con- 
stitutionally a**M*mbled, was deliberately broken 
u] * by a 1 and of soldiers. This lawless medley 
or negroes and hardly lc-s brutal white* who 
wen sect i» break up our meeting called titem- 
selvo “Fa t Tennesseeans. ” and gave their 
countrymen additional motives to he proud of 
them by at cing the petty larceny of their mas- 
ters, suit ] Ing so low as to appropriate even the 
hammer with which we drove nails to hold can- 
dles In the dilapidated court-house of this 
wreii bed and subjugated city. 

And this is the way an election is to be held 
; mnngft Northern men within the military 
Hi r-! People of the North. I ask, are we mad? 
Arc we totally insane that we will thrust onr lib- 
erties into the certain perdition of such hands? 

It is tl e eld adage handed down from the au- 
ci< ids. and proved in the crucible of the united 
or< erien < of six thousand years, that “eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty,” nnd never had 
n people so great occasion to profit by its truth; 
for to, use an ancient expression, “whom the 
God’s destroy they first set mad,” and notliing 
but madness’ can ever permit the people of the 
North t«* place the Republic in the hands of men 
of a party who w#uld countenance, much more 
adopt such means. To be brief, an election un- 
der Hiich proceedings ns that night developed 
will be. to use the words of Brougham, “a mock- 
er', a delusion, and a snare " — a snake to seize 
the reins of power contrarv to a nation’s will. 

Even outside of the McClellan mcetingof that 
night— which even its enemies know to passes® 
the sympathies of at least two-third# of all the 
white males now so densely congregated around 
the city of Nashville— the “election machine” 
of terror was pushed to such a height that one 
of those wretches who were allowed to disgrace 
a blue uniform presented bis pistol at a dis- 
charged Northern soldier, now pursuing an 
honest business on Cedar street, to himr his poli- 
tics. This is certainly strong canvassing, too 
strong for me; and even the poor wretches who 
are employed to enforce it, aud the dupes who 
countenance the party of such a mean* and 
policy, will, in the end, equally with us become 
its victims, and even sooner than U9 become 
buried in the common debtruction of both our 
Union and our liberties. 

T cannot tell who gave those negroes and 
white soldiers their authority to take arms and 
drive their fellow soldiers, discharged soldiers, 
and Northern Government employes out of the 
nu cting last evening, but I will relate an ex- 
pression that dropped from one of those jail 
candidates. After they succeeded in their mis- 
sion, one of them said: “We’ve got them cop- 
perheads out, and Andy Johnson will foot the 
bill.” I hope, for the sake of nil the country 
holds dear — I hope they did not speak the truth; 
imt 1 “give it as I got it,” and, as the ruffian* 
ah nc know, they alone are responsible. 

But these w ere “Union” men; they came there 
veiling like demons, with loaded weapons, and 
charging bayonets upon men mostly wear- 

ing the identical clothes they did themselves. 
This is for the Union. Pshaw! Those men are 
dburionist* — the candidates that, can be elected 
only by such means are disunionists; they have 
driven their political opponents into the exact 
position they did in 1800-T, of “Union-savers,” 
and they are simply destructives, under whose 
heel, as shown here that evening, the people 
North and South must, under a military des- 
pc tism, alike perish. 

But perhaps it is well that before the election 
to a second lease, nnd with a more ambitious 
partner, they should so distinctly show the 
“cloven foot” of despotism. This intimidation 
and brute force, now for the first time had re- 
course to amongst Northern men and on the 
ven* borders of the North to influence an elec- 
tion, should make every man grapple with it all 
the more determinedly. Everv man here should 
tell his friends in the North the despotic condi- 
tim men are here reduced to, and whatever 
may bo its effects upon the Southern men who 
hove hitherto — friend and foe — been made its 
butt, iu order to “educate’’ us to it, the North- 
ern man, w ho was last evening driven from free 
speech at the point of the bayonet, ought to 
awaken a spirit of determination in his friends 
nnd relatives all over the land to defiantly re- 
dress themselves at the ballot-box. This, not 
fear, U the spirit that should posse** Ameri- 
cans — that ought to possess the Northern por- 
tion of us here, and that I hope will send its 
salutary lesson to the North. 

In conclusion, I will simply ask the people of 
the North whet her this condition of affairs prom- 
ises an election or a mockery perpetrated upon 
us Northern men within those military lines.

Washington, Oct. 25. 

Tlie Richmond Enquirer »nd Examiner of 
October 23d h»ve been received. They both 
contain full details of tlie battle in the Shenan- 
doah valley ou the previous Thursday. Iu the 
maiu, their accounts do not differ from our 
own, except as to prisoners and guns. 

An official despatch from Early to Lee, dated 
October 21, says he attacked Sheridan’s camp on 
Cedar C reck before day on the 1 9th, and surprised 
and routed the 8th and 19th corps aud drove the 
Cth corps beyond Middleton, capturing eighteen 
pieces af artillery and thirteen hundred prison- 
ers, which were safely brought off; but the eno- 
my made a stand and in turn attacked him, 
caiising bis line tj> give away. 

F-ariy then adds: On my retreat the enemy 
captured thirty pieces of artillery. Onr net lose 
was twenty-three pieces of artillery, and some 
wagons and ambulances. Onr loss in killed and 
wounded was less than 1,000. 

Our loss iu prisoners is thought to bo small. 
The enemy's infantry is reported to be very 
badly demoralized. He did not pursue. His 
loss was very severe. Gen. Ramseur was se- 
verely wounded while acting with gallantry, 
and was captured by the enemy. 

The Examiner admits a defeat substantially as 
published in our own papers, and declares that 
Early was forced, on Friday, to abandon the 
po.-ition at Fisher's Hill. It declares that Stone- 
wall Jackson coidd never make a stand there, 
and it does not expect Early to do better. 

Richmond papers annonnee that Longstreot 
has rejoined Lee’s army, and has as yet had 
nothing to do with Early’s army. 

The Maryland constitution is not legally 
adopted. The proclamation of the Governor Is 
yet wanting, and in the meantime a writ of 
mandamus has been applied for to prevent Gov. 
Bradford from issuing his proclamation declar- 
ing the new constitution to be the organic law 
of Maryland on the first of November next. The 
case was already carried up to the court of ap- 
peals where it will be speedily decided. 

Tlie point at issue is that there is no law al- 
lowing tlie soldiers to vote, and that the State 
constitution could not make such provisions in 
tlie new constitution that would be legal until 
the said constitution was the organic law of the 
State. 

General Hunter, who is at present in Wash- 
ington, has liecn assigned to the command of 
tlie 10th corps in place of General Birncy, de- 
ceased. 

Advices fiom tlie Army of the Potomac under 
date of yesterday, state that artillery duelling 
add picket tiring have been again resumed in 
the most animated manner. 

A EOYere skirmish occurred on Sunday night. 
One of the rebel shells burst in Fort Harrison, 
killing and wounding ten men belonging to tbc 
Connecticut regimonts. 

Tbc rebels in front of Petersburg have re- 
placed all tbeir heavy guns. Their removal was 
therefore a teint. 

A heavy rebel cannonading on Fort Hill re- 
tarded the work of our men upon it consid- 
erably. This Are has been replied to with effect 
on our side, and one rebel fort bas been entirely 
d!.- mantled of its guns and otherwise rendered 
unserviceable. Immediately in front of Petcrs- 
lii i.g tlie rebel sharpshooters have become very 
troublesome. There is hardly a day they do uot 
hit from ten to twenty of our men. 

Yesterday they killed an officer on our ex. 
t is me left. There has been a little skirmishing, 
but toward Richmond it has been ven- quiet.

Tlie Herald’s correspondent with Sheridan on 
the. 25th fays our men arc enjoving a respite 
after tlie little battle. Our position is nearly 
the same as it was before tlie battle, with the 
exception of having made a lodgment on the 
lett side of the Nassautlen Mountain. 

The following is the official report of what we 
captured on the 19th: 1,200 prisoners of the 
rank aud tile, 64 commissioned officers, 48 pieces 
of artillery, 40 caissons, 3 battery wagons, 398 
horses and mules, with harness complete, 65 am- 
buiances, 50 infantry wagons, 15.000 rouuds of 
artillery ammunition, 1,580 small arm6, aud sev- 
eral wagon loads, including all the medical 
stores of the enemy, and a large quantity of 
small arm ammunition, aud a large number of 
battle-flags. 

A letter from the President was read to the 
army, thanking Sheridan said his bravearmv for 
the ‘month’s operations in the valley, and es- 
pecially for the splendid work of the 19th. 

Our losses on the 19ih, though uot officially 
reported, will sum up nearly as follows:

A darinj recounoisaance to within three 
miles of the wharves of Mobile was made on 
| Monday last. General Granger’s despatch boat 
, Laura, having on board a number of officers, 
passed up the bar, cleared tbe obstructions, tor- 
pedoes, Ac., steamed about in broad davliaht 
within .i. lit of the city, and without the slight- 
est molestation from the rebels. She seemod to 
attract considerable nttentio* at Mobile, but 
pot a shot was tired. Tlie sight of the Stars aud 
Stripes so near to the metropolis of Alabama 
must have rather startled the rebels. It lias 
been ascertained by this daring achievement 
that the torpedoes are either water-soaked aud 
spoiled, or rendered inoperative by barnacles. 

On tlie following day one of our guuboats was 
making a rceonnoissance along the banks of tlie 
bay opposite Navv Cove, and about three miles 
outside of our pickets, when a battery of flying 
artillery suddenly made its appearance on the 
shore and opened fire. Two or three shots 
struck tlie vessel, bnt without doing any dam- 
age. Tlie battery left immediately, and before 
the gunboat could reply. 

Everything is going on smoothly, and tlie 
troops are in hotter health and spirits than lie- 
fore. "rgufVy lias almost entirely disappeared, 
and a few more consignments of sanitary stores 
will drive tlie disease awav completely. 

On tlie morning of the fth a party of the offi- 
cers of ihe 7lh Michigan started out on a sailing 
expedition, when a terrible norther came upi. 
Tbeir boat was driven ashore on Sand Island, 
and for three days, owing to the continued 
violence of the storm, they were unable to gat 
off; neither could boats Lit sent to their as- 
sistance. Their only subsistence during their 
stay was fish, which were driven into small in- 
lets and which they caught with their bands. 
The sufferings of the party were very great, 
their clothes being torn into shreds, leaving 
them exposed to the cold wind. Thev were 
finally rescued L*v bouts from tbe transport Clin- 
ton. 

Two Brigs, which had been discharging coal, 
were blown high and dry on the* beach ol Navy 
Cove by tlie same storm. It will probably take 
some time to get them afloat again. The steam- 
er St. Mary was also driven ashore, but got off 
without damage.

JUSTICE.

I notice in vour paper of to-day, which liua by 
far a wider circulation in 'Southern Kentucky 
than any other,, a letter from S. F. Johnson, 
Lieutenant-Colonel 52d Kentucky cavalry, in 
which lie purports “to state the precise facts as 
they really occurred” in lhc killing of two noto- 
i ions guerillas at Hopkinsville. The statement 
is made as a justification of his acta. Now, 
through your kindness, I wish “farts” also 
stated, to correct an error which a widely circu- 
lated false fototement lavs made on the public, 
that “honor to whom honor is due” may be 
awarded. 

In re lation to the fiffbt which took place at 
Hopkinsville on Sunday, the 8th inst., you are 
made to say: “An unconditional surrender was 
demanded by General Lyon, aud Colonel John- 
| son, in command, refused to surrender.” Now, 
tlie “precise state of facts as they really oc- 
curred” are these: Ou Saturday, tlie day previ- 
ous to the fight. Colonel Smith, at Clarksville, 
telegraphed to Colonel Johnson, then nt Hop- 
kinsville, in command, that General Lyon with 
300 rebels had crossed Cumberland river, and 
was moving on Hopkinsville. This despatch 
was received on Saturday about noon, 
l>v Colonel J., who, late in the evening, and 
after receiving the despatch, had a detail of 
twenty -five men made from the small force at 
this place, leaving Captain .Tarrctt, of the 48th 
mounted Kentucky, in command, with not over 
fifty men of his company to defend the town 
agoiast the overwhelming force under General 
Lyon, then rapidly approaching, With this 
“body-guard,” he started, late iu the evening, 
for Russellville, at which place he arrived about 
da> light tbe next morning. After a late break- 
fast, IaC learned at Russellville that a fight was 
in progress at Hopkinsville. Colonel J., “true 
to liU steel,” counter-marched, and reached 
Hopkinsville, I suppose, about 4 o’clock on 
Sunday evening, after ail the lighting and dan- 
ger was over. 

The gallant Captain Jarrett, a brave officer, 
with his heroic Lieutenants and soldiers, as true 
men as ever “fixed” bayonet, fought tho fight 
with great odds against them, and drove the 
enemy from their position with a loss that the 
! traitor General will long retnemher. It was the 
gallant Captain Jarrett, of the 48Ui Kentucky, 
and not Col. Johnson, who refused To surrender. 
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TO THE CONSERVATIVE UNION MF.N. 

Onr antagonist)! rliiirii to tic the exclusive 
Mewls of the Union. nnd have long been endeav- 
oring to effect another change in their piirty 
designation in order to fortify that pretension. 
Even »e onr-civcs, in thoughtless courtesy, 
sometimes speak of them as tlie Union party. 
This should not he the case. Merc names geh- 
eialtv so uninqiortant are sometimes material; 
this is one of those occasions. We should never 
by act or word appear to recognize their arro- 
gant pretension. 

With thinking men such a recognition might 
do no harm. But with those who will not take 
the trouble to reason.or reflect, a concession of 
ttds kind would be important and often decisive. 
Many a vote will be cast for your antagonists 
merely on account of their calling themselves 
the Union party, and that number will he greatly 
increased if you seem to give your countenance 
to such a designation. 

We well know tlist if that Dame is to have 
any meaning they are not entitled to its use, 
because their c-hicf efforts for many years have 
been calculated, if not intended, to’ sever tlie 
l nion, and forycer pretent Us restoration. In 
co-operation with their virtiuil accomplices of 
tin’ South they have long been endeavoring to 
produce that mutual animosity which lias filial- 
ly resulted in open ruptnre. Thev have through 
their orators and their pres-; - been coolly mak- 
ing eidi illations as to the value of the Union 
with a view of -satisfying the Nortliern people 
•hat separation would he great gain to them. 

I hey have tauntingly endeavored to provoke 
the Southern Slates to the course thev ltave 
since madly taken. They have openly advo- 
cated the right of secession, and proffered tlie 
consent of the Northern people to its undis- 
puted exercise. They have derided otir sppre 
liensions of danger, and sneeringly denomi- 
nated us the “Union-savers.” Thev perversely 
repudiated tlie spirit of compromise in whieli 
tlie Union had its origin, and without which it 
must soon cease to exist. In opposition to the 
( Hurts of all true Unionists, tliev, in concert 
with their Southern confederates, have plunged 
tjic country in civil war wliieli threatens our 
mutual destruction. 

And since the war was thus inaugurated, 
everything lias been conducted with an apparent- 
determination to prevent a restoration of the 
Union. Every conceivable hindrance has been 
placed in the wav of those who wonld other- 
wise long since have returned to their allegi- 
ance. 'i'lie true Union men of the South have 
been neglected, insulted, wantonly abused; the 
strongest and most universal prejudice of the 
Southern heart has been needlessly excited to 
its utmost intensity; thelnnost valuable proper- 
ty annihilated by one fell Presidential proclama- 
tion, unless they can make a successful military 
resistance; whole districts laid waste with lire 
and sword, tlie peaceful inhabitants finding no 
protection in their innocence; every sentimeal 
of friendship for a people who can permit such 
atrocities utterly extinguished or converted into 
intense*! lmte; these are among tlie means pro- 
fessedly employed to reunite a people whose in- 
stitutions are founded upon their owu couseut. 
Is the parly which sanctions their employment 
entitled to tlie dcsiguation of “Union?’’’ Are 
they to lie judged by tlieir professions or by 
their acts? 

Such is the record of the past, and now we 
come to tlie present. This pretended Union 



party, in their Ballimorc platform, emphatical- 
ly declare that slavery must lie completely ex- 
tirpated from the soil of the Republic; they 
adopt and ratify the proclamation of the Presi- 
dent to that effect, and they inform the Southern 
people that there can he no peace except upon 
the terms of their unconditional surrender and 
a return to tlieir duty as thus expounded: 

In full accordance with these declaration*, 
Mr. Lincoln lias declared that there can lie mi 
negotiation looking to peace unless slavery i* 
abandoned. Abolition is the one condition of 
peace with him and bis supporters. 

On the other hand, General .McClellan has, in 
his letter of acceptance, uttered that fundmen- 
tal sentiment: “Tlie Union is tho one condition 
of peace; wea k no more.” He tells us at the 
same time that this Union “must tie preserved 
at all hazards.” In these views the party which 
supports him fully concurs. 

U> are, therefore, unconditionally for the 
Union. They will only allow of its restoration 
upon tlie condition that slavery is first abolish- 
ed. With vs Union is the governing idea, with 
tl.tm abolition is paramount. We are conse- 
quently the real Union ( arty, they the abolition- 
ists. .Let us then nsc terms to correspond. 

Remember that it is the, Union which is the 
great object of our regard and alliance not a 
union, or some union. It is the very Union that 
has once existed, and which has been knowH 
and cherished by ns as sneh, and not something 
that is to he created hereafter. 

But we have one further suggestion to make. 
War against the government is treason. We 
l.ave no Federal Government except that which 
lias been created by tlie constitution. To at- 
tempt to overturn or change that instrument by 
force of arms is therefore making war upon the 
govcrnnnmt. To continue a war begun for an- 
other purpose with a view to effect such 
change, when otherwise we might have peace, 
is treason and notliing less. 

By the constitution, as it now exists, slavery 
is recognized and permitted. Ail power over it 
is left with tlie respective States. To effect its 
abolition by the Federal government, therefore, 
requires a radical change of that constitution. 
To continue the war for the attainment of that 
end is accordingly to prosecute war lor tbe 
prime object of effecting a chaua: in our great 
organic law. The conclusion above stated in- 
evitably follows. 

The only evasion of this conclusion that can 
he attempted is that this change result* from 
tlie legitimate exercise of the war power, riueb 
is not the fact. War gives no power to interfere 
with private rights but that which grows out of 
the necessity of the case. It is limited by that 
necessity aud terminates therewith. That power 
may sometimes separate, for the time being, the 
servant from bis master, the son from ids pa- 
rent, or the husband from liis wife, bnt it can- 
not make, such separation perpetual. When 
the exigency has passed the old relations are 
resumed. , 

Above all, there can be valid pretence tliat 
pernmi.vnt changes of State constitutions can 
thus be rightfully made by the Federal authori- 
ty. If that can be done in one respect, it may 
in others. If tlie domestic relations may thus 
lie abrogated, may not republican institution* 
be overturned with at least equal propriety, and 
an impel ini ruler he placed at the head of the 
Federal Government by tlie mere exercise of the 
war power, without any violation of your con- 
stitution? Look into the abyss upon tlie brink 
of w hieli you are now standing, if this he sound 
doctrine. ’ 

But such is not tlie case. The constitution 
cannot lie overthrown or essentially chauged by 
armed violence without rendering the guilty 
i artics legally liable to the penalties of treason. 
When, therefore, you hear these Pharisaical 
professions of extreme loyalty and of uncondi- 
tional Unionism in the mouths of those who 
declare that tlie war must be continued un- 
til slavery is abandoned in all the States, re- 
member that these men arc not only disunion- 
iets, but that they aro also the aiders and abet- 
tors of treason, notwithstanding all their pre- 
tensions. The tree is known by its fruit. 

You know, therefore, who are disuuionista 
and who are traitors. To call them loyal, or the 
Union party, is a misnomer -a perversion of 
terms. Let us strip them of their disguise*, and 
designate them by their appropriate names.

The Proklem— A Chehkixg Prospect of 
the Right Solution. — A large amount of fraud 
and violence on the part of tlic abolitionists is 
undoubtedly a fixed clemcut in the question to 
lie decided by the people on the eighth of next 
month. In all rational calculations respecting 
the issue, we of course should make the proper 
allowance for this element, the magnitude of 
which though uncertain will be certainly great. 

The problem on onr part is to gain votes 
enough to admit of this customary sacrifice to 
the guardian spirits of abolitionism without 
losing the victory. Beyond all shadow of doubt, 
we shall have a clear majority of the legal votes 
Cast in a controlling number of the States; but 
this in itself will not suffice. Our legal majori- 
ties iu these States must be sufficiently great to 
overtop the legal votes of the abolitionists 
capped with their illegal votes. We not only 
must achieve victory, but must achieve victory 
with a margin broad enough to cover the nomi- 
nal as well as the real strength of our adversary. 
He w ill cheat at the board. We must beat the 
cards in hi* boots as well as the cards in his 
hands. 

In thus statement of the problem, we leave 
Out of the accouut altogether such extraordina- 
ry instances of fraud and violence as the disfran- 
chisement of a whole State or of whole States, 
which may or may not be witnessed, though, if 
they should take place, the result attained 
thereby would self-evidently have no validity, 
and would not be respected by the country. 
Wc refer here merely to the ordinary course of 
fraud and violence against the elective francliise 
under {lie Lincoln Administration. And the 
problem, we repeat, is to achieve victory in 
Bpite of this measure of villanv. 

Such is the problem; and there is a cheering 
prospect of the right solution. New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Kentucky, Missouri, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Oregon, and California are morally certain to 
vote for McClellan, giving him 126 votes, ten 
more than are necessary to elect him. We con- 
fidently believe that Connecticut, Indiana, and 
Michigan will also vote for McClellan, while 
there is some reason to believe that New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island, and Wisconsin will vote 
likewise. The only States upon which Lincoln 
may count with certainty are Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Vermont, Iowa, and Kansas. 

These conclusions, not to enter into numeri- 
cal details, are warranted by the results of the 
elections of last year, when viewed in connection 
with the marked and progressive increase of the 
conservative strength as shown by the results of 
the late elections, and with the personal strength 
which General McClellan confessedly adds to 
tfic advancing strength of his party. At the 
same time that these conclusions arc thus war- 
ranted, they are attested most significantly hv 
Lincoln’s attempt to manufacture electoral 
votes in tli£ name of Tennessee, which he surely 
could never have brought himself to enter upon, 
unscrupulous and shameless as he has become, 
Unless in obedience to the sharp exigencies of 
an ambition which he is disposed to gratify at 
all hazards to the country. He apprehends that 
lie may lack the number of votes requisite to 
elect him, and provides for the emergency, as he 
Vainly supposes, by ordering a rebel State to 
vote for him at the point of the bayonet! 

This unparalleled and unspeakable outrage 
will not answer his purpose; but it serves 
to disclose his apprehension, which, as we can 
assure him, is perfectly well-grounded. Iu our 
deliberate judgment, he eannst be constitution- 
ally re elected. General McClellan, in our 
opinion, will be constitutionally elected Presi- 
dent in November; and Mr. Lincoln himself has 
deigned to assure the country that whoever is 
constitutionally elected in November shall be 
installed on the Fourth of March. Let onr gra- 
cious master at Washington remember tins con- 
descending assurance. If we mistake not, its 
fulfilment, solemn and fundamental as the obli- 
gation is, will require all his fingering respect 
for engagements, stimulated by all his awaken- 
ing fear of conaequcnccs. 

Cap The articles of the organ are daily gettiug 
mote and more crude. They strongly resemble 
a lamp of seur dough stuck on the top of a 
post aud .-lack-baked in the sun. 

The organ says, that “the men who will not 
take Andy Johnson's test-oath are simply rebels . ' 
It they are, surely the di.-franchUement, which 
Johnson proposes, is not punishment enough; 
they should be punished as other rebels are. 
But let us contemplate the monstrous position 
the organ takes. The Conservative National 
Convention, that nominated McClellan, adopted 
a platform favoring an armistice between the 
North and the South, in the hope that such a 
measure might result in the speedy restoration 
of the Union under the Constitution. Of course 
all the supporters of McClellan in Tennessee, as 
elsewhere, are supporters of that platform. 
Andrew Johnson issues a proclamation or- 
dering that no man in that State shall rote 
in the Presidential election without first 
taking an oath against one of the platform's 
most important parts. The prescribed oath ex- 
cludes from the elective franchise every Mc- 
Clellan man who will not repudiate his own and 
liis party’s platform of principles and measures. 
Aud the Loi^Tillc organ saya that every Ten- 
nesseean who shrinks from this oath, that is. 
every one who hesitates to swear opposition to 
the conservative platform, and of course to the 
conservative candidates, “is simply a rebel!" 
The organ, acting in the service of its employ- 
ers, goes ahead at random, slap-dash, denounc- 
ing, as “simply rebels, "all who desire an armis- 
tice! Men's minds differ; many may think, and 
certainly many do think, that the policy of an 
armistice would be wise aud salutary; very many 
are most assuredly of opinion that its adoption 
Would offer the best hope of what all true 
patriots are struggling with their whole might 
to accomplish; yet this abolition neighbor of 
Ours proclaims that all such, if they live in Ten- 
nessee, “are simply rebels,” and he gallops for- 
ward upon his goose-quill, in denunciation of 
them, as furiously as “a party-colored devil 
astride a mortgage.” 

The Editor of the organ, in the hope of sav- 
ing himself from ridicule, makes himself infin- 
itely ridiculous. In regard to tests of loyalty, 
lie undertakes to make a distinction between 
“the sections near to the flaming area of rebel- 
lion" and the rest of the United States. He cs- 
lurnes that any persons in Tennessee or in other 
States near to “the flaming area, ” who shrink 
from taking the oath against the Conservative 
platform, are “simply rebels, ” but he wants it 
understood that he won’t exactly say this of 
persons who live a little away from “the flaming 
area.” Kentucky is certainly in pretty close 
proximity to “the flaming area,” and so wc arc 
to infer that all Kentuckians who shrink from 
forswearing the McClellan platform “are simply 
Tebels," and will, if the organ can have its way, 
be compelled, as a condition of voting, to take the 
Andy Johnson oath or one akin to it. Men in 
Tennessee and Kentucky who shrink from an 
abominable oath against any armistice “are 
Bimply rebels,” but not so with the men of other 
States. Nearness to or distance from “the 
flaming area” is the test to decide whether they 
Who refuse to swear against an armistice are 
* ‘simply rebels” or not. IT e did not suppose 



that even abolitionism and the necessity of 
standing up for all the shocking misdeeds of an 
abo'ition administration and its wretched sat- 
raps could bring an Editor down, down, down, 
(6 such’dulncss, absurdity, stupidity, stolidity, 
and utter foolishness! This Editor talks about 
onr calling him an “ass. ’ We- guess that the 
donkey* take the thing in more dudgeon than 
he docs. We couldn’t wonder if tho whole 
donkey race should aqgiiiy twirl tlicir long ears, 
fiercely kick, aud ferociously bray at u* in con- 
cert-mingling their sonorous tones with those 
of the organ. 

Onr neighbor tells his readers that the con- 
servatives denounce the President • for re funny 
military interference " in the Tennessee election ! 
Nobody expects the organ to blush, but possibly 
it lias some supporters who may have the grace 
to blush for it. Wc say that there is “military 
interference” of the most disgraceful descrip- 
tion, as atrocious and audacious “military inter, 
ferenee” as ever was practised on earth. Ten- 
nessee’s Military Governor, the creation of the 
President’s military will, a creature blown up by 
thc President’s military breath as a boy 
blows up a soap-bubble, sends out a 
military proclamation, ordaining iu ef- 
fect that nobody shall vote without swearing 
to vote for tlie abolition candidates; and, when 
the most distinguished citizens of Tennessee 
send to the President a protest, courteous in 
st> !e and resistless in strength, requesting pro- 
tection for the McClellan men from the satrap's 
“military interference,’’ wc are told that the 
President, in refusing the request, merely refuses 
military interference.’ The organ thinks that the 
President would be guilty of military interfer- 
ence if he were not to tolerate his military crea- 
ture in practising the most shameful military 
interference ever heard of in the world! Perhaps 
the organ man thinks to make lilmsclf appear 
so silly, that, in our contempt for his silliness, we 
will not take the pains to pursue him, but we 
are resolved that all the people, abolitionists 
aud conservatives, shall fully understand the 
monstrous fact, that Abraham Lincoln and 
Andrew Johnson, the abolition candidates for 
the Presidency and Vice-Presidency, ordain an 
oath by which every voter in a sovereign State 
must, in order to vote, bind himself to vote for 
them !

Will they, can they, vote in the mighty 
election of November for a couple of candidates, 
one ol whom ordains, while the other sustains 
and endorses, such an oath at the polls as that 
required in Tennessee! If they trill, if they can, 
what hope remains for freedom beneath the 
•tars ?

It wifi be a cherished debt of national 
gratitude fully to comply with all promises to 
our maimed soldiers and In behalf of the widow* 
and children of those who have met or may 
meet glorious deaths in the service of our coun- 
try. The survivors are tendered most cordial 
thanks by all patriots, and exhorted to a con- 
tinuance of their gallant well-doing. 

Our civilians also have a patriotic duty to per- 
form. The efforts of our brave soldiers in de- 
fence of the constitution against traitor rebels 
iu arms will have availed but little, if. after all 
their hard-earned victories, they return to find 
the constitution desecrated aud destroyed by 
official traitors;— to find free speech, free press,* 
free ballot, jury trial, and law supremacy all 
gone, with liberty in its last agony under an 
iron despotism.

Ou 
Monday last, we are Informed upon unquestion- 
able authority that this escort on their way to 
Shelby villc with their charge passed very near the 
wdl-knowu rendezvous of a guerilla band, but 
did not attempt any demonstration upon them, 
as their order- were specific and would not per- 
mit them to turn to the right or the left. This 
policy will be best understood when it is known 
that the guerillas in that section are assiduous- 
ly hunting down McClellan men, and hardly 
ever rob a sympathizer with Lincoln and the 
abolitionists. \Ye must do the Captain who 
commands the escort the justice to say that he 
expressed his auxiely to go after the thieving 
enemy, lnit was restrained by bis orders. Tlie 
Blairs are certainly a highly privileged family.

Bramlette 
goes about the State without a guard ; we travel 
wherever business calls, though threats loud, 
deep, and ferocious, have been levelled against 
us by all the guerilla chiefs aud freebooters, from 
Morgan down to Jesse; there is not a guard 
upon any railroad train sufficient to protect it 
from the assault of a trio of foot-pads; and the 
people of Kentucky, who were recently induced 
by tlie presence of troops in various localities to 
renew their stocks of goods, now find these 
troops removed, so that thcState is completely at 
the mercy of tlie rebel robbers. Why cannot Gov. 
Bramlette, we, and the people hare a body- 
guard as well as the Ex-Postmaster-General?

The Paucoah Culprits. — Mr. Lucicu Ander- 
son and Mr. J. T. Bolingor, according to the 
testimony before the late Military Commission 
at Paducah, were connected with certain scan- 
dalous transactions of General Paine at ttiat 
place. Affidavits were made before the Com- 
mission, tve understand, by nearly two hundred 
respectable persons. The statements in our ar- 
tkie-of the 2Tlh ult. in regard to Paine, Ander- 
sen. Bolinger, .Ac., were, to onr personal knowl- 
edge, founded upon the affidavits. Anderson 
attempted a reply in the Louisville Press of 
Monday, and Bolinger attempted one 
in the Press of yesterday. Both were very 
slow to reply, aud neither would have lost any- 
thing by being a great deal slower. 

Bolinger tries to put a bold face upon the 
matter, but succeeds only in putting an impu- 
dent one. It is easy to see guilt peeping out 
from even sentence of his letter like a rat from 
a hole. lie offers a reward of five thousand 
dollars for proof of the charges against him. 
He may find that the proof will cost him a good 
deal mote dearly than that. The matter is or 
ought to be in the bands of the authorities, and 
we trust that justice, strict and exact justice, 
wiil take its course. If the persons accused 
want to defy anybody, let them defy the mem- 
bers of the Commission and the authors of the 
affidavits. Bolinger refers to Colonel Craddock 
as our informant, but we ean tell him that Col. 
C. is not our only informant. A member of the 
Commission who was iu our office when the state- 
ment of the 27th ult. was prepared, said that the 
whole was true, and, that the Commission were 
ready to establish that Bolinger had been for 
a considerable time an agent of a guerilla band! 
One of otu Local Editors, a fow days ago, men- 
tioned to a member of General Burbridge s staff, 
a Federal officer who acted as Judge Advocate 
at the sitting of the Paducah Commission, the 
circumstances of General Paine’s call at our 
offiie. “You might have referred General 
Paine to me,” said tlie Judge Advocate, “for 
every statement iu the article of the Journal 
is perfectly true." 

The accused parties, before they get through 
tl.i- ugly 1 msiness, will probably find, unless 
their abolitionism has the virtue to save them, 
that they have more persons to deal with than 
Colonel Craddock and the Editors of the Louis- 
ville Journal. As Anderson proposes to hold 
us personally responsible for calling him a 
scoundrel, what in the world will he do to the 
members of the Commission if they prove him 
out!

igFGovemor Bramlettc passed through our 
city yesterday on the way to Frankfort, having 
addressed last Saturday a great meeting of the 
people at Mayslick, speaking on his way thither 
at Covington, and on his return at Newport and 
at Cincinnati. His Excellency give* a very 
cheering account of the enthusiasm and deter- 
mination of the people in the region he has vis- 
ited. 

Wc are happy to announce that Governor 
ramlette w ill address the people of Louisville 
at an early day. 

<sT We publish with pleasure the letter of our 
correspondent who speaks of Gen. Burbridge’s 
late expedition. The letter is well written, and 
most of it is undoubtedly just. \Yc have not 
assumed to censure Gen. Burbridge, but we 
have said that the untimely promulgation of the 
project and object of the expedition was a most 
grievous error on the part of somebody. 

Our correspondent says that the especial ob- 
ject of the expedition and the contemplated 
point of attack were not known to the rebels 
before the Federal expedition left Lexington, 
but that, “even if Kentucky had not been full 
of swift and malignant traitors, the collection 
and march of such a column could not but have 
llown to the rebels iu advance of its coming.” 
If the object of the expedition and the con- 
templated point of attack were not known 
to the rebels before Burbridge left Lex- 
ington, we can’t sec why. Those things 
were known and talked of here for some time 
before Burbridge left Lexington, and what was 
known here was of course made known in the 
shortest possible time at Richmond by “the 
swift and malignant traitors.” It may be true 
that intelligence of the collection and march of 
such a column as Burbridge 's, no matter what 
efforts might hare been made to keep the se- 
cret, would, as our correspondent says, “have 
flown to the enemy in advance of its coming, ” 
but it couldn’t have flown to the enemy so far 
in advance of the cominy as it did. It couldn’t 
have flown to the enemy in time to 
"enable the rebel authorities to concentrate 
seven or eight thousand men from Richmond 
and Lynchburg at the poiut of intended at- 
tack. A letter written from Richmond by Col. 
Howard Smith, of the Confederate service, to a 
relative in Kentucky, sir days before the starting 
of our expedition from Lexington, stated that he 
was to set out with his command the next day 
for Abinydon. So, if the rebels didn’t know be- 
forehand the object of the expedition and the 
contemplated point of attack just as well as 
these things were known here where some of- 
ficers said "we are going after salt,” they at 
least guessed wonderfully well. 

Ai fairs in Hf.nry County — Ax Outback. — 
It appears to be the general impression that the 
guerillas have departed from Henry county, and 
no trouble from plundering bands is now expe- 
rienced by the citizens. We arc informed that 
this is a m stake. There Is no doubt that 
Jesse and a portion of his men have left for 
“parts unknown,” yet the county is still over- 
run by thieving gangs. There are said to be 
some two hundred men scattered throughout 
that section of the country engaged in acts of 
pillage who acknowledge John Marshall as their 
chief. It is believed in Newcastle that Jesse's 
Buddeu departure from the State was caused by 
a Colonel Giltner, of the rebel army, who was 
commissioned by General Forrest to look after 
rebel bands iu Kentucky, and urge upon them 
the Necessity of joining the Confederate forces 
at tho front without delay. In all probability 
we will not hear of Jesse’s exploits in the State 
again for some time. 

He is moving with the evident intention of 
joining Forrest, and, perhaps, by this time, is 
south of the Tennessee river. John Marshall is 
surrounded by a set of desperadoes, and lie is a 
disgrace to the name he bears. Last week he 
was guilty of one of those barbarous acts that 
belong to a darker age. A gentleman in nenry 
county, by the name of Thomas, had employed 
several negroes to cut up his corn. A general 
jollification was to be had at night, and the ne- 
groes from the neighborhood were invited to 
attcud a corn-cutting by the light of the moon. 
While two darkies were on their way to Mr. 
Thomas’s- field, singing as it is customary for 
negroes to do in the country, John Marshall, 
surrounded by eight of his most desperate fol- 
lowers, suddenly appeared in the road and 
commanded the two sable individuals to conn* 
to a halt. One of them attempted to escape, 
and was fired upon twice, both shots taking 
effect. He ran toward Mr. Henry’s house, and, 
on reaching the yard, fell a corpse. 

The other negro backed into a fence-corner 
and piteously begged for his life, telling the 
outlaws that he would accompany them and do 
any thing they asked of him if they would 
not kill him. Marshall turned a deaf ear 
to his pleadings, and drawing a revolver, 
fired six shots at the frightened African, 
each ball passing through the body. He then 
sprang from his horse, dragged the dead body Into 
the road, and stamped tho head and face into a 
jelly. The following morning he breakfasted at 
a gentleman’s house in the vicinity, and, before 
sitting down to the table, he boasted of the per- 
petration of this cowardly murder and inhuman 
outrage. The blood was still upon his gar- 
ments and hands, and he referred to the dark 
stains with a smile of grim satisfaction. He as- 
serted that he fired the two shots at the negro 
who attempted to escape, and hoped that he 
had killed him. The lady, at whose house 
Marshall was an unwelcome guest, reproved 
him for his cruelty, and several of his men did 
the same thing. He laughed over it as if it was 
a matter of but little moment, aud simply an 
everyday transaction. We are well aware that 
many of the friends of young Marshall will be 
surprised to read this statement, aud, perhaps, 
now feel inclined to question the veracity of the 
same. Far the sake of humanity, we would 
wish that the charges were devoid of truth; but 
they are made by a responsible gentleman, one 
fully conversant with all the incident^ related, 
and he assures us that they are true. Such 
open lawlessness and depravity of heart will 
sooner or later meet the demands of justice, and 
the retribu tion will be terrible. 

Gukrii.i-.as in Todd County — Almcxsvili.k 
Rou.I'.kd. — The guerillas rob aud plunder at will 
in Southern Kentucky. There is nobody to op- 
pose them in their movements, and their opera- 
tions are characterized with great boldness. The 
people have no other course to pursue than 
tamely to submit to robbery and every indignity 
that may be offered. On Sunday night, the 
town of Allensvillc, in Todd county, received 
visits from two separate outlaw gangs. By 
both parties the stores of Messrs. Gormley, Gill, 
and Mart were robbed of goods to the amount 
of three thousand dollars. The money-drawers 
were broken open and the contents confiscated, 
and the clerks of the different establishments 
were relieved of their purses and articles of 
personal value. 

One of the gangs numbered ten men and the 
other eight. A general scheme of robbery was 
successfully carried into operation on Sunday 
night. The villages of Graysville and Fairview 
were each visited and plundered by the cut- 
throats. Todd county is completely under the 
control of robber bands. A short time ago, 
the country was well protected by the numerous 
garrisons of Federal soldiers; but these have all 
been removed, and the people are left to the 
mercy of the outlaws. When the different 
towns were under garrison, the merchants ob- 
tained permits, and shipped large stocks of 
goods to that portion of the State for sale. Uu- 
dcr the present state of affairs, nearly all these 
goods will fall into guerilla hands, and many of 
the merchants will be completely ruined. 

Escape of Prisoners. — Lieut-Colonel R. R. 
Ross, A. A. G. on the staff of the rebel General 
Hume, captured at Columbia, Tennessee, the 
lith of last September, while cn route, a prison- 
er of war, to Johnson’s Island, on Monday 
morning, one mile from Indianapolis, escaped by 
jumping from the cars while iu motion. The 
guard was composed of a detachment of colored 
"troops in command of Capt. \Y. R. Brown, Jr., 
107th United States colored troops. On Satur- 
day morning, out of a lot of 240 rebel prisoners 
on their way to Camp Chase, three enlisted men 
escaped from the train. Lieut. John Baker, of 
the 5th Kentucky infantry, was in charge of the 
guard. The escape of rebel prisoners w'hilc in 
transfer to camp3 North is becoming an oc- 
currence entirely too frequent, and the officers 
in charge of the detachments should be severe- 
ly reprimanded for this neglect of duty. 

Redei. Prisoners.— Nine rebel commissioned 
officers and one hundred and four enlisted men, 
prisoners of war, were yesterday forwarded 
Horn this city by Captain Jones to prisons North 
the officers to Johnson’s Island, and the en- 
listed men to Camp Douglas. 



Ofi.rattoxs of a Scour. — For many wc.’.e 
past, a party of four desperate cutthroats named 
Hedge, Metz, Turner, and Gray, have been op- 
erating in the vicinity ol Mouul Washington, 
and fording it over the highways in a style that 
bids fair to eclipse the daring romance of a 
Dick Turpin or Claude Duval. Several expedi- 
tions were sent out by the military authorities 
to effect the capture of these kuiglits of the road, 
but all were marked with failure. Ou Saturday 
morning, Captain Edward 11. Green, of com- 
pany F., 11th Kentucky cavalry, with a detail of 
forty men from his regiment, left the city to 
look after the outlaws. He moved his com- 
mand with great despatch, visiting during the 
day Middletown, Jeffersoutown, and Fishervillc 
w ithout success. The news of his being in the 
country preceded him, aud the robbers 
were on the lookout for his coming. 
He camped that night two miles from 
Plum creek, and, at two o’clock the next 
morning, had his men in the saddle, and, riding 
rapidly toward Taylorsville, dashed into the 
town at daylight. Here he learned that two of 
the scoundrels had just left the place a few min- 
utes before his coming. On Sunday night the 
command camped at Shelbyville. Monday 
morning, Simpsonville was visited, then Mount 
Washington. At the latter place the Captain 
learned the outlaws were in the habit of coming 
into the town at an early horn- every morning 
to obtain information, remaining for this pur- 
pose but a short time. Capt. Green became 
convinced that to meet with any success on his 
expedition he must resort to strategy; accord- 
ingly he announced to the citizens that he Was 
going to give up the chase and return to Louis- 
ville. He started in the direction of the city, 
and the citizens believed that he was sincere in 
what he saitj, Monday night he camped not 
far from Plum creek again, and, dividing his 
command, placed twenty men under charge of 
Capt. Beck, of the 2Cth Kentucky Infantry, to 
move in one direction, while he, with the re- 
mainder, advanced in another. 

At daylight, on Tuesday morning, he dashed 
into Mount Washington, picketed the town, 
and placed an ambuscade on the main road, a 
short distance from the place. These arrange- 
ments were scarcely perfected before the four 
outlaws came riding leisurely along on their 
war to the town. Unfortunately, one of the 
soldiers disobeyed orders by firing too soon, or 
the whole party would have been bagged. The 
report alarmed the guerillas, and they turned 
to flee. The entire ambuscade fired at them, 
unhorsing three of them. They were not so 
badly wounded as to prevent them from using 
their legs, and, owing to the darkness of the 
morning and the wildness of the country, they 
succeeded in making their escape. They were 
tracked two miles by the blood flowing from 
their wounds. It is thought that both Gray 
and Metz were (hot in the fleshy part of the 
thighs. Their horses were captured, and were 
brought to the city a* trophies by the scout. 
Two revolvers and a coat belonging to Gray are 
among the spoils. 

In one of the pockets of Gray’s coat were 
found several letters from his friends in this city, 
advising him to quit the State and abandon the 
wild life he was leading. He is the scoundrel 
who bushwhacked one of the Louisville police- 
men in the upper part of the city some time ago. 
It is thought that the two wounded men have 
been forced to seek shelter aud treatment at 
some of the country houses, and an expedition 
w ill be started out this morning to look for 
them. Captain Green returned to the city with 
with his scout on Tuesday night. He handled 
hi* troops w ith great care, and an accident alone 
prevented him from meeting with more success. 
He de-erves great credit for what he accom- 
plished. 

Rebki. Movements. — A despatch received at 
headquarters from Johnsonville ou Tuesday, 
sat s the Nashville Despatch, states that a com- 
munication received at that place from a Union 
man of Carroll county, Tennessee, reports that- 
the rebel General Buford passed through Clarks- 
burg on Monday, in the direction of Mayfield. 
He camped Monday night at Huntingdon, iu 
Carroll county. His command numbers about 
eight hundred. His men reported at houses 
where they got victuals and water that Forrest 
had gone the Spring-creek road, and would 
meet them at or near Mayfield, Graves county, 
Ky., and that they intended to take Mayfield 
and Paducah. 

A despatch from Gillem’s reports that not 
more than fifty rebels crqsscd the Nashville and 
Northwestern Railroad, and their trail shows 
they had a wagon with them. Citizens report 
that the rebel Gen. Lyon was within three miles 
of Murphy’s camp (2d Tennessee infantry) on 
Monday, and that his men told them they were 
trying to get artillery, when they would attack 
the road. 

A despatch from Decatur, Ala., reports the 
rebels in large force, with artillery and pon- 
toons, between Guntersville, Warrington and 
Fletcher’s, threatening to cross the Tennessee 
river at various points from Beard’s Bluff to 
Triaua. The officers and cavalry were dressed 
In the t egular confederate uniform. 

A Stic am .f. Case. — Mr. Charles E. Morse, 
one of the Editors of the Lafayette (Indiana) 
Democrat, a day or two ago was arrested in 
that city on a charge preferred by the Provost 
Marshal of the Fifth Congressional District of 
Kentuc ky that he was a deserter from the draft. 
Mr. Morse was taken to Indianapolis, where he 
was paroled to come to Louisville. He arrived 
hi the city on Tuesday morning, and, presenting 
himself to the Board of Enrolment, established 
the fact that lie was exempt from the draft by 
reason of having served two years in the army 
during the present war. A certificate was 
promptly granted him by the Board, setting 
forth this fact. He was honorably discharged 
from custody, and returns to Lafayette this 
morning. It appears to us that undue haste 
was exercised in procuring the arrest of Mr. 
Morse. A little inquiry into the case beforehand 
would have saved a vast amount of trouble, and 
would have preserved better feeling. 

tl'-T At the annual convention of the Grand 
Encampment of I. O. O. F. of Kentucky, held 
in this city yesterday, the following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: M. W. G. Pair., 
A. H. Calvin, of Lexington; M. E. G. II. Priest, 
J. W. Venable, of Versailles; R. W. G. S. Warden, 
J. D. Trapp, of Lexington; R. W. G. J. Warden, 
C. F. Defew, of Maysvillc; W. G. Scribe, Wm. 
White, of Louisville; Grand Treas., G. W, Mor- 
ris, of Louisville; Grand Sentinel, A. Rammers, 
of Louisvil le. 

A New Refugee Camp.— We understand that 
it is the intention of the Government to estab- 
lish a refugee camp at Clarksville, Tennessee. 
Four thousand of these destitute people are al- 
ready on their wav to that little city. All the 
vacant houses, the College buildings, and the 
tobacco warehouses have been taken possession 
of, aud will be transformed into comfortable 
quarters for the refugees. 

tgr J, C. Johnson was arrested in the city 
yesterday, on the authority of a despatch re- 
ceived from the Provost Marshal at Nashville 
requesting the same. He is supporcd to be a 
rebel spy, and came up on the train from Nash- 
ville a day or two ago. He will be returned to 
that city this morning. 

Ifir C. Hailing and Edward Gantz several 
days ago left the city for the country for the 
purpose of obtaining substitutes. Nothing has 
been heard of them, and their friends fear that 
some calamity has befallen them. Mr. Hailing 
had a considerable amount of money on his 
person. 

itlT There will be a public meeting this 
evening at the Turner's Hall, on Jefferson street, 
above Preston. The Hon. Judge Bullock, Ham- 
ilton Pope, P. Toinppert, Esqs., and others will 
address the citizens. 

IIigh-Priced Toracco. — Mr. Geo. Meadows 
the tobacco man, on yesterday, sold 25 hhds 
fine manufacturing tobacco at the Boone Ware- 
house as follows : IS at $40, 8 at $30, and 1 at 
$35 ¥ 100 lbs. Mr. Bagley was the purchaser. 

tJ5fI>. J. Beck, of the 15th Kentucky volun- 
teers, was arrested in the city yesterday and 
sent to jail, charged with stealing a set of har- 
ness and a keg of powder. He will figure in 
the Police Court this morning. 

tJJT Mr. Griffin, who was arrested several 
day* ago, charged with manufacturing a rebel 
uniform, was yesterday released from prison 
and arrest.

, home, was found at the Kentucky Engine-house, 
on Sunday. Who has lost a child ? 

tj-j lfugh McClellan, alias Pat Carson, was 
arrested yesterday and sent to prison, charged 
with being a deserter. 



Dl ITRADOIW vt N ■ x C xt.. -.".ltk- 
man from Ncl-nu county inform- n- that Capt. 
Green wa* mistaken in thinking that Gray v is 
wounded in the encounter on Tuesday morning. 
Yesterday he saw Gray, who lias adopted the 
name of Jackson, mounted ou a fine horse, 
stolen from the neighborhood, in the- vicinity of 
Salt River Bridge. He was perfectly well, and 
on the lookout to perpetrate some new outrage. 
As the gentleman passed the stage-stand near 
Mount Washington, lie observed a horse hitched 
at the rack, and saw the guerilla Hedge stand- 
ing in the door of the house, taking a quiet sur- 
vey of matters. The gentleman is under the 
impression that Metz was slightly wounded in 
the encounter. 

The authorities should adopt some mode to 
furnish a relief to the citizens of Nelson county 
from the depredations of outlaw gangs. Oue 
day last week, Capt. Pratt, with ajcousideiable 
guerilla force, recruited in the county, started, 
as he announced, for the purpose of joining 
Forrest. The worst desperadoes of his gaug 
remained behind, aud are now engaged in the 
perpetration of everv kind of outrage. On 
Saturday Right, four of the scoundrels called at 
the house of Mr. Lauchfield, and asked for his 
son, a young man who served as county assessor 
one year ago. The old fcntlcman informed 
them that his bpy was away from home. They 
went away apparently satisfied, but returned on 
Suudav night, and made another demand for 
young Lanelifield. The old man claimed that lie 
was still absent, when the villains became enrag- 
ed, and swore that they would wreak their ven- 
geance ou the father. Mr. L. was dragged from 
his house and lynched with a heavy' rope so 
badly that fears are entertained for his recovery. 
The only warrant the villains had for this inhu- 
man outrage was that the son of the old man had 
one year ago served as a United 8tate» Assessor. 
A few days ago, the same party halted Mr. 
Smith Fox in the road, dragged him from his 
buggy, and would have hung him had not the 
frantic appeals of his wife touched the hearts of 
the scoundrels. The only crime of which Mr. 
Fox was guilty was in furnishing a substitute 
for the Federal army. These arc but incidents 
of daily occurrence, and we record them as a 
sample of indignities that the people are forced 
to submit to. All of the citizens have been dis- 
armed, therefore arc unable to defend them- 
selves. 

A Major \Y. O. Harrison, formerly a Captain 
on Gen. Forrest’* staff, is engaged in recruiting 
for the rebel army. He goes dressed in citizen's 
clothes, and-is a very active and daugerous man. 
The gentleman saw a commission that he had 
is.-ui d a few days ago, conferring the rank of 
Lieutenant on a young man who had organized 
a desperate gang of nineteen cutthroats. We 
trust that the authorities will give a little atten- 
tion to the affairs in Nelson county, and furnish 
some relief to the citizens. 



A Desferatb Scoundrel — Fearful Encoun- 
ter— Ha' Death — Tho notorious bushwhacker 
and guerilla leader Buck Holmes, whose name 
is associated with many outrageous proceedings 
aud acts of horror, met with his death at the 
hands of James Skilcs, a United States scout.on 
Tuesday night of last week, at the house of 
Wm. Deuumbra, near Ashland. Cheatham 
county, Tennessee. This bold outlaw scoun- 
drel sailed under a number of names, aud he 
was noted for his bitter hate toward all man- 
kind. his utter depravity of heart, and his blood- 
thirsty revenge. Whether assuming the alias 
of Buck Holmes. Hodges, Dick Thompson, '/■<>■ 
vonia, or Delfal Higo, he was tho same murder- 
ing scoundrel and robber fiend, and to the 
people was the evil spirit of the border of the 
Cumberland. 

In the affray with Skiles, Holmes fought with 
desperation, and did not yield until eighteen 
pistol balls had pierced his body. With disor- 
dered costume, strained eyes, his form stained 
witli the warm blood tlowing from his many 
wounds, and with a wild look of despair, he 
sunk to the earth completely exhausted. He 
was raised from his prostrate condition, earned 
into the house, lingered a brief hour in agony, 
when the brea9t ceased to heave, and the guilty 
spirit passed from time to eternity. Before lie 
died he made a confession of his many crimes of 
highway robbery, and acknowledged that lie 
had murdered twenty-one Federal soldiers, 
(eight white and thirteen colored) and four citi- 
zens. Even in the hour of death his thirst for 
blood and revenge did not desert him. I Its only 
regret was that he had not lived long 
enough to take the life of another mau, D. D. 
Hallman, of Springfield, for whom he had 
formed a bitter hatred. The thoughts of the 
past aud future did not appal him, and he died 
as he had lived, a hardened criminal, a revenge- 
ful monster, and a blood-thirsty scoundrel. He 
was well armed. On his person was found four 
six-shooting revolvers, three hundred dollars iu 
greenbacks, one hundred -and twenty-five dol- 
lars in Tennessee money, and about thirty dol, 
lars in confederate scrip. 

Strange to say, Mr. Skilcs was not wounded 
in the affray. Holmes was much excited, and 
his aim was wild and ci ting. The robber, out- 
law, aud murderer now .Jeeps lit a tilde grave 
with a startling record of fearlul crime aud vil- 
lany to baud his name down to posterity. Mr. 
Skiles deserve the thanks of the people for rid- 
ding the world of such a monster. 



Act ident ox tiie Onto and Missis- tuft 
Railroad. — A serious accident occurred on the 
Ohio and Mississippi railroad, at Seymour, on 
Sunday evening, about 11 o’clock. It appears 
tlmt while on a down grade, the baggage car 
became uncoupled from the rest of the train 
without the knowledge of the engineer. As the 
locomotive and other cars parted from the re- 
mainder of the train the bell was rung and the 
rope broken. The engineer supposed the ring- 
ing of the bell was the signal for the conductor 
to stop. He consequently shut off steam, sud- 
denly slacking up, and producing a collision 
with the unattached cars which came thunder- 
ing dow n the grade at great speed. Most of 
the car- were damaged. The smoking ear. 
containing seventeen soldiers, was crushed, and 
all the soldiers more or less injured. A prisoner 
— a deserter— had his leg broken. It will have to 
be amputated. Sergeant Mendenhall, of the 
37 ill Iowa, was badly weunded iu the legs, 
and left at Seymour. He was in charge of the 
guard. Four others were so badly injured tliat 
they had to be left at that place. Others stopped 
at Odin. Private Van Vleit, of the 37th, had 
two loaves of bread and a shoe-knife in his hav- 
ersack. The knife was broken Into half a dozen 
pieces, aud the loaves of bread into small 
crumbs: yet, strange to say, Van Vleit escaped 
with a few scratches on his legs. All the sol- 
diers lost their money. One had forty-five dol- 
lars. Empty pocket-books belonging to the 
soldiers were afterwards found. It is supposed 
that pickpockets, rushing in so as to assist the 
the soldiers, seized the opportunity to rifle their 
pockets. Some of these soldiers belonged to 
the invalid corps, and were just from Camp Dis- 
tribution, Alexandria. 



Ibquest.— An inquest was held yesterday at 
the residence of Valentine Wetzel, on Main 
street, below Seventeenth, over the body of 
Eliza Henden, born in Baden, Germany, aged 
twenty-two years, who was murdered about 
eight o’clock on Tuesday night by her husband 
Edward Ilenden. The verdict of the jury was 
that she came to her death from a cut in the left 
breast inflicted with a large knife in the hand of 
Edward Henden. Ilenden is said to be a noto- 
rious character. He is now under arrest. He 
was presented before Judge Johnston yesterday 
morning, and his trial continued until Friday. 

A Rumor.— A rumor was carrent in the city 
yesterday that a large force of guerillas was 
concentrating at Glasgow, for tho purpose of 
attempting the capture of the gallant Colonel 
Wolford, who is now in that section of the 
State. We give the rumor simply as we heard it. 

tfJT A party of fourteen guerillas visited the 
residence of Mr. Robert Graham, eight miles 
from Frankfort, and demanded his horse. As 
he opened the door he was shot dead. Two 
brothers of Mr. G., in the same neighborhood, 
were robbed of all their goods, horses, &c.

New Yokk, Oct. 26. 

A Washington special to the Post states that 
it is rumored that Mosby’s guerillas made a 
raid upon Martinsburg, Va., last night, captur- 
ing Gen. Dulfri and his staff. 

The Commercial’s Washington special save: 
It is stated here, on what is understood as good 
authority, that there is no immediate prospect 
of a resumption of hostilities in the Shenandoah 
V alley, unless the rebels should reorganize and 
make another desperate attempt to regain pos- 
session of the key of the valley. 

Important movements are in progress in the 
Middle Department, which it would be highly 
improper to mention at this time. 

With Grant’s army the situation is daily as- 
suming importance; the most active prepara- 
tions are iu progress, and military operations 
cannot long be delayed. It is well' known that 
Gen. Grant has been reinforced heavily, and he 
will soon receive still greater accessions to his 
command. A period not far distant has been 
fixed by him for a grand move Iticlimondw ird, 
which well-informed men assert cannot fail of 
success. 

Admiral Porter has all his arrangements near- 
ly completed for the grand attack on the forti- 
fications at the mouth of Cape Fear river, .and it 
is stated bv persons who have recently arrived 
from tiie James river, that he will proceed to 
the place of rendezvous in a few days. Wheth- 
er or not Gen. Grant’s movement's and those 
of the Admiral arc intended to be simultaneous 
does not appear, but the operations of the lat- 
ter will not be delayed, it is thought, by auy 
want of preparation on their part. 

Government officials here, thought reticent 
upon the subject of military movements, are, 
nevertheless, jubilant over the very favorable 
aspect of the war horizon, and seem to feel con- 
fident that there will he ifause for great rejoicing 
very soon. 

The recent death or disabling of Ricketts, 
Burnham. Russell, Mclutosb, Chapman, Old, 
and otheis, will probably load to another batch 
ot Brigadier appointments. 

Numerous inemhies are made concerning the 
whereabouts of Butterfield. He seems to have 
been permanently dropped by the Government. 

New York. Oct. 26. 

Tho corner in gold has dissolved, and tlic 
parties engaged iu it are selling upon each other. 
Large short sales were made this morning, 
bringing down the price at one time to 212’$, but 
subsequently the price went up to 214%. 

Tiie Commercial's Washington special says: 
Heavy bribes have been offered to suppress the 
testimony in the case of the Baltimore merchants 
charged with supplying the rebels with goads. 
The detectives have the names of the parties. 

General Wool arrived in Washington today, 
and had an interview with the President. It is 
understood the old veteran is to have an impor- 
tant department. 

Bostox, Oet. 26. 

The British prize steamer Naudo, from Wil- 
mington for Nassau, which was captured Octo- 
ber 21st by tiie United States steamer Fort 
Jackson when 180 miles from port, arrived here 
today, in charge of Acting Ensign Hopkins and 
prize cicw. Ninety-six shots were fired at her 
before she surrendered. She ltas a cargo of .’>00 
bales cotton; 85 bales were thrown overboard 
during the chase of five and a half hours. She 
is a side-wheel iron steamer of 620 tons, drawing 
set on feet water. 

Nf.w York, Oct. 26. 

At tiie dry-goods auctions today there was 
hut little activity manifested. In millinery, 
silks, ribbons, and velvets there was a marked 
decline in prices. 

In- woollens, tiie advance of tiie past week 
v. as not sustained. Iu shawls, domestics, and 
dress iiood>-. there was a fraction off from tiie 
former prices, with tiie exception of dress 
goods, which realized about the former rates. 
Carpets were only nominal.

She discharged one of her officers, 
who was an invalid, and one of her men, a New 
Yorker, who said he was the only American in 
her crew.

Tiie steamer George Cromwell arrived yes- 
terday. Some rebel cavalry are conscripting 
negroes on tiie plantations outside of our lines 
by order of the rebel government. They are to 
be put in the rebel army. 

Letters received here from prominent rebels 
in Richmond state that the archives aud other 
government property arc being secretb removed 
to Lynchburg. 

Sarnia, C. W., Oet. 26. 

About a quarter after six tins afternoon, the 
propeller Kenosha, of tiie Grand Trunk line, 
ph ing between Chicago and Sarnia, was dis- 
covered to lx: on lire while lying alongside the 
elevator. To save the elevator and other build- 
ings, tiie lines were severed, and the propeller 
sent adrift. She is now passing down the river 
in full blaze. Nothing of any value was saved.

Lieut. -Col. W. T. Bennett, Exchange Agent 
at Hilton Head, says ietters for prisoners of 
war one page in length on personal matters 
can be sent through his office. Money can alao 
be sent: Confederate bills are preferable, gold 
next, and United States bills least; and bills of 
exchange on England or the States made pav- 
able to the order of the person to whom it is 
sent is preferable to all bills. Packages can be 
sent, containing coarse clothing, plain provis- 
ions writing and smoking materials, soap, 
towels, hair and clothes brushes, and small par- 
cels ol medicines. The box must not exceed two 
feet in length by oue in width and oue in depth, 
and must have its contents plainlv marked on 
tiie end. Moneys or packages to our prisoners 
must he addressed to Columbia, S. C., as all 
prisoners are removed from Charleston on ac- 
count of the yellow fever. 

Tiie Commercial this evening publishes the 
report of the Committee of the United States 
Sanitary Commission on rebel barbarities to our 
prisoners. The report occupies over three 
columns. 

Affairs in Sheridan’s camp have settled down 
to quiet, though parties of cavalry are still out 
in various directions, picking up’ rebel strag- 
glers. It is said that Early succeeded iu keep- 
ing but ten guns out of all his artillery. Pris- 
oners and persons living in the Valley sav that 
Early and Longstreet are gone to Richmond with 
as many men of their corps as were saved after 
the defeat and rout, to reorganize and equip, 
and only Rosser’s division of cbmln', which is 
near Mount Jackson, remains behind. Tiie eu- 
tire loss of t iu^Bebels in killed, wounded, and 
captured, is imitated at l.iXK). 

Kearsliaw’s division went into tiie fight with 
twenty-two new brass cannon which had just 
been furnished him from Richmond. Sheridan 
bagged twenty of them. 

The Herald’s 9th corps correspondent says: 
Hardly a shot has been exchanged upon our 
front for the past two weeks. The pickets are 
iu sight of each other, but preserve the utmost 
quiet. Deserters arc still coming in daily. 

The World’s Washington special says!. Rich- 
mond papers of Monday have been received, 
but contain little military news of importance 
beyond Beauregard’s supersedurc of Hood, and 
the fact that the latter's army is failing back 
into Georgia. 

The Tribune’s Washington special gives the 
following: Richmond papers ol tiie 21th con- 
tain tin' proceedings of tiie Convention at Au- 
gusta between the Governors of Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Alabama, and Missis- 
sippi for the consultation upon the state of 
Southern Confederate Governors. 

1. Resolved, In substance, there is no cause to 
lie discouraged, but it is imperative to increase 
their armies immediately. 

2. To recommend Legislatures to repeal all 
laws proliioiting tiie sending of troops outside 
the State limits. 

3. To urge the Confederate authorities to con- 
script every man engaged in the various depart- 
ments whose place can be supplied by disabled 
officers, soldiers, seniors, reserves, or negroes. 

5. To recommend legislative enactments for 
the arrest of deserters. 

6. To make it imperative that negroes lie re- 
moved from the frontiers exposed to the Union 
armies, and that tiie course ei the United States 
government in appropriating shaves. to flic pur- 
poses of war demands a change of policy on 
their part. They recommend tiie Confederate 
authorities under proper regulations to appro- 
priate such a part of the negroes to public ser- 
vice as may be required. 

7. That the Conledcratc Congressmen remove 
all restrictions on the commerce of individual 
States. 

Washington, Oct. 26. 

Tlje subscriptions to the 7-10 loan reported to

The Army and Navy Gazette publishes a 
lengthy report of Gen. Sully of his North- 
western Indian campaign.

The Navy Department has received informa- 
tion ol the capture, by the steamer Evan*, of tho 
blocliade-ruuner Hope. She was built in 
England, for Frazer, Trenhahu. A Co., bv tiie 
celebrated shipbuilders, Jones, Qnequaii, ifc Co. 
She i- a paddle-wheel steel steamer. 280 feet 
lotjg, 80 feet beam, and draws 11 feet of water. 
She is a powerful steamer, and is reported to 
ha one of the best and most costly vessels built 
for blockade-running. She flew the rebel flag 
at Cork. On hoard is a valuable assorted cargo.

A 
rock was thrown iiito tiie crowd by some un- 
known person, when a number of the darkies 
commenced firing at several members of the 
Eclipse Fire Department, who were in the win- 
dows of the third story of the City Hall, quietly 
watching the proceedings below. The negroes 
swore vengeance, aud a few of them threatened 
to kill every white man who showed his face ; 
but others counselled prudence, and tilings 
again resumed their usual quiet. Wc. the Pica* 
adds, like to see the sable individuals enjoy 
themselves; but these negro processions, if 
tolerated, will lead, it is feared, to serious re- 
sults. Firing into a group of innocent citizen* 
by a mob of wild negroes is an outrage unprcce- 
dented in the history of Nashville.

Cu-NO P-XO, OR T1IK Sphinx OF Prmk. — 
Many centuries ago, when all countries and 
dynasties except China were yet young, there 
flourished in that wonderful einpiro a sorereign, 
by race and temper a Tartar, who ruled his j 
people with a rod of iron; his name was Chiug j 
Ping. Great and absolute monarch as he was, 
he was not, however, entirely supreme in his j 
empire, for one, a female, ruled him— a lady, 
who, exon more than her father, inherited all 
the attributes of the Tartar race, but of such 
a surpassing and miraculous beauty, that to tee 
eren her shadow was to become enamored. 
Of course she had many suitors at the time of 
the opening of my tale, when she had just 
turned sixteen; but you must know that from 
her earliest girlhood she had had suitors, ami 
nearly every sovereign in the kuown world had 
made proposals of marriage, and laid his own 
particular net to catch the mighty prize who 
was being dandled in her nurse’s arms. The ! 
first proposal made to the Princess in person, j 
whose name was Chang Pang, was at the age 
of fourteen, by a young emperor of India, an i 
alliance which would have been honorable to i 
both parties. It U said that on this occasion 
her heart was slightly touched with the blind

of tlio palace walls. I have never heard whether 
this incident caused her any uneasiness, for 
she never lost her health, and she continue!, 
a a before, the reigning beauty of the Eastern 
world. But from that time forth she rejected 
all suitors, and \ad, as was believed, taken a 
vow of celibacy, to the great sorrow of h'er 
fattier the emperor, and the intense disgust of 
the court ladies, who wcrejcalous of her charms, 
and wished to see her married, and, so to speak, 
“done for.” Suitors still came in shoals, but 
she rejected them all, evinced a resolution not 
to change her maiden station, and, averse to 
husbands, resolved to husband her affections. 
Many thought her crazed, but not so her father, 
who was ever impressing upon her the import- 
ance to tils own empire of her marriage with 
some great potentate. 

Chang Pang, beautiful as she was, was of a 
eold and cruel disposition, and care ’ no more 
for what her father said than tho idle wind; 
but latterly, at which time she was about sev- 
enteen years of age, becoming harrassed by 
continual solicilatious, she hit upon a scheme 
to relieve herself from her suitors. It was this: 
8he proposed three conundrums, which I will 
tell you presently, and promised to marry the 
man who should succeed in guessing them, an- 
nexing, as a penalty, death to the rash man who 
should venture and fail in the attempt. To this 
artful device the Emperor, in a weak moment, 
consented; and the horrible consequence of this 
Machiavellian scheme I am going to rciato to 
you. 

It may be expected, as was the case, that this 
scheme, which was publicly proclaimed, thinned 
the number of suitors rapidly, but not to so 
great an extent as Cbang Pang had expected, 
such was her transceudeut beauty and so great 
tho pecuniary value of the prize to the success- 
ful guesser. The proclamation, of which I have 
a copy in Chinese in my pocket, given to me by 
a Chinese antiquarian, is as follows: 

“ET THE EMPEROR — A PROCLAMATION. 

“Whereas, divers princes and other person ; 
of suitable rank have demanded in marriage the 
band of our well-beloved daughter aud heiress, 
Chang Pang, but none of thorn has engaged the 
affections of our aforesaid daughter; aud where- 
as, it is hereby proclaimed aud declared uuto 
every person or persons who might, would, 
should, or could, at present or in future, bo de- 
sirous of demanding in marriage tho aforesaid 
daughter, that, in the event of such person or 
persons satisfactorily answering these riddles, 
enigmas, conundrums, charades, or other di- 
verting questions to be propounded, or otherwise 
laid before them, by our aforesaid daughter, that 
person or persons shall forthwith receive, take, 
or otherwise become possessed of our aforesaid 
daughter’s hand in marriage, and be made co- 
heir of this our Celestial Empire of all the Chinas; 
but, and on the other hand, if such person or 
persons fail to solve or otherwise answer the 
aforesaid diverting questions, they shall be im- 
mediately banged by the neck until they die or 
Otherwise expire, and their goods, chattels, or 
Other personal and real property, if there be 
any, be forfeited to our Celestial Exchequer. 
Given at our Court of Pekin. 

“VIVAT IMPERATOK.” 

About this period there arrived in Poldn a 
young man, to all outward appearance mean 
and poor, and by trade a photographic artist, 
an art known many centuries ago, aud much 
practised in the early period of the Chinese Em- 
pire, though since lost, and lately re-discovered. 
I may as well tell you at once; he was son and 
heir to the Emperor of Thibet, just then dispos- 
sessed by a horde of barbarians, led by an un- 
scrupulous usurper. This young man (who 
was at present in the most strictly anonymous 
incognito, but of whose name we do not scruple 
to betray as much as the letters, Ch-ng P-ng) 
took up his abode at a small hotel in Pekin, 
to which were attached large gardens, a great 
resort of the nobility for opium and tobacco.

Uand to become a suitor to the Princess, but re- 
tolled alio to maintain a strict incognito. He 
had a formidable rival in the Prime Minister of 
the Emperor, Chong Pong, a man whoso son- 
lual unscrupulous character and stupid admin- 
istration had gained him the hatred and 
contempt of cTsrj good Chinese (a 

rara avis, indeed, In China, but no 
matter). The two rivals met at the public 
gardens. The minister was seated at a table, 
inhaling opium and tobacco from a jewelled 
hookah, and to all appearance in a state of 
comfortable ease, when his eyes happened to 
light on the ill-dressed and uushaven stranger. 
The sight for a moment disturbed him, and he 
swallowed a mouthful of smoke, which brought 
on a terrible fit of coughing. The ill-drosscd 
stranger remarked that he seemed to have a 
wretched cough, by way of commencing a con- 
versation. Upon which the minister was 
pleased to inquire who he was, for there was 
something in the bearing of the stranger which 
betrayed the nobleness of his birth. The min- 
ister 60 cmed scarcely satisfied with the reply 
that he was a photographic artist, and being 
again seized with coughing, frowned severely 
on him, and after five minutes’ more smoking, 
laying aside his hookah, and taking from his 
side some jewelled tablets, said to tho stranger, 
who wa» eating a scanty meal of radishes and 
water: 

“Young man, I would have had you pun- 
ished for vagrancy, but know that this morning 
she smiled on me.” 

Ch-ng P-ng, hi* mouth full of radishes, said, 
“Did she? Who is she?” in a tone quite void 
of curiosity. 

The minister, apparently rather puesled what 
to think of the stranger, proceeded to read 
aloud, the stranger having retired into tho 
house, the following, which I have translated, 
and eudeavored to preserve the metre : 

O, Cluing Paug ! O, Chang Pang ! 

Thou art like tho clarion's clang. 

Through the air thy accents rang. 

And the tune thy sweet lipj sain;. 

Flew an«l fixed me with a bang. 

Yi-a, on me, sort* re Chang Pang. 

O, Chang Pnngl O, Chang Pang l 
Thou art like the boomerang 
Hurled from out a Tartar guug. 

Mountain*, wild, aud glens Milan;; : 

For to slay the bold oraug— 

And Wky fate ait thou, Chung Pang. 

Then taking from his left breast a tiny em- 
broidered slipjicr, ho proceeded to kiss it ar- 
dently, at which moment the stranger came up, 
and struck with the wonderful size and delicacy 
of the slipper, snatched it from him. Oh, how 
slipper^ is the path of love. It would seem that 
Ch-ng P-ng foresaw in his mind’s eye the tran- 
cendent beauty of the owner of the slipper, for 
need I say it was the slipper of Chang Pang? 
The minister shouted “Murderl” and “Fire!” 
and “Waiter!” It was of no use, for the stran- 
ger, thrusting lum aside, and threatening his 
ife, was gone from the gardens iu a moment, 
while the Premier rolled sprawling on the 
ground in a fainting state. 

A few days afterwards Ch-ng P-ng presented 
and proclaimed his intention of attempting to 
guess the riddles, being by no means terrified 
by the head* of the unsuccessful suitors, which 
himself at the palace, very handsomely dressed, 
grinned ghastly on the battlements. The min- 
ister, Chong Pong, on his entering the presence 
chamber, recognized iiirn, and warned him in a 
whisper to withdraw; but Ch-ng P-ng paid no 
attention to him, and proceeded to do obeisance 
to the Emperor and Princess. The reception 
being concluded, Ch-ng P-ng, veiled, rose and 
recited the following, of which I give you a 
rough translation: 

On a throne at break of day. 

In thu dust at cTeuinx ray. 

Once o'er Canton wielding »wur. 

By hia pigtail torn away, 

Borne from Canton'# rolling bav. 

To Index ibles a prey. 

By hi* master now degra- 
l)ed, and gone where ho may stay. 

Till wo for hi* ransom pay, 

(Get the which I winh In* may),— 

Stranger, solve my simple way. 

But, beware, don’t say me Nay. 

Ch-ng P-ng, with an effort of mind which 
Fccmed stupendous to the courtiers, at once 
guested the answer to be “YeU!” Whereupon 
the Princess, chagrined but not defeated, again 
ro«e, and, casting a confident look around, re- 
cited the second conundrum in melodious 
tone,. It is as follows: 

The ocean i* my firsdlinc'rt home, 

I haunt the hearing billow. 

And where the wares arc lashed in foant 
1 Imre my downy pillow; 

Yet *onietimes toward the sunny skit's 
I float with iridesceut dyes. 

Of all that’* unenduring 
On earth I’m emblematic, 

I live -1 dio — a brief career! 

A brief career aquatic. 

Twould seem, though eror starriug, I'd 
By reason of replctiou died. 

My third unto my first I wish 
Will erer lie united, 

For thus combined they form a dish 
To eat you’ll be delighted. 

'Tin tdrangc that things no slight aud spar* 
Combined form a dish so rare. 

The Princess, after the applause wa* lninhad, 
said the “third” syllable was as follows: 

When on the fattened swine 
Falleth the butcher’s knife. 

And you hear a vole*, ’ti* mine - 
The cry of parting life. 

I’m used, too. in the proverbial slang, 

For thos> who'vejuat escaped death'* pang. 

For a moment the Prince seemed bewildered, 
and a shadow of doubt and anxiety passed across 
ilia handsome countenance, but it was but mo- 
mentary, aud, with a preliminary smack of tho 
lips, he exclaimed “Bubble-and-squeak!” The 
Princess indignantly rose again, and, with flash- 
ing eye aud quivering voice, repeated deflantly 
the following verses to an audience so silent you 
could hear a pin fall: * 

From Cupido’i poison --d dart 
Thou shall never be delivered; 

From the tirst into thy heart 
Swift it flew, mid there it quivered. 

Hope no more that thou wilt place 
Vet the second on my fiugor. 

Look once more upon my face, [Uncover in? J 
For thou munt no long linger. 

Our Celestial Umpire fame 
To the barbarbou* whole h.u given. 

If thou cansl not tcllhis mini •, 

Thou in vain for me hast striven. 

The Emperor and court, ou seeing her unveil* 
said that Ch-ng P-ng was lost, aud that the 
sight of such resplendent charms would drive 
him mad. Not so, however, for in a tone of 
exultation lie exclaimed, “Bowring.” (3ir 
John.) Chong Pong, the miuiwter, looked 
battled And angry, aud swore hideously in his 
sleeve. The Emperor was dumb with surprise; 
but the Princess rising suddenly, solved the 
difficulty, and declared she would not marry 
bint; nay, would die sooner, and then began to 
faint and beat her heels on the ground. Ch-ng 
P-ng, who carefully observed her, and saw tho 
prize slipping from his grasp, determined to try 
another tack, and proposed that he should pro- 
pound a riddle to her, and in the event of her 
guessing it, she should slice and fry him; but, 
if unsuccessful, she should marry him. Aud on 
her consenting, lie spoke a* follows : 

Cruel lady, who ia ho. 

Royal ami a refugee. 

Wanderer over laud and *ea. 

To the laud of truth and tea? 

When he thought hi* "troubles o’er. 

Bliss hi# own for evermore. 

See him wrecked upon the shore, 

Poorer than he wo* before. 

You’ll one difference if »ou try, 

From t/our namo in kin descry. 

It you iuk mo where it lie, 

I snail, answering, ask you —Why ? 

The Princess, receiving n copy oftlic riddle, 
left the room with her attendauts, and the Em- 
peror said they would meet again next morn- 
ing, when the Princes, would irive her decision. 
That evening she sent tier mistress of the robes 
to entreat Ch-ng P-ug to give up all thoughts of 
marriage, but it was in vain; and afterwards she 
dispatched Chong Pong to ferret out the secret, 
the answer to the riddle. Entering the apart- 
ment of Ch-ng P-ng, disguised as a nurse, he 
succeeded in cajoling him to disclose tho an- 
swer, and throwing off exultingly his disguise 
as he left the room, plunged Ch-ng P-ng into 
indignation and grief at the plot by means of 
which he had been baboozled and betrayed. 

The next morning the court assembled, aud 
the Chang Pang, who of course had had an in- 
terview with the minister, rose and repeated 
solemnly and triumphantly, as follows. 

Why the refugee on high 
Bent his bold aspiring eye. 

Why, when thinking bliss wo# nigh. 

In the dust low he must lie; 

Why his cuuning I defy, 

Why no hope he may descry, 

Wtyr ere evening he must die: 

Why? Chyny Pyny is spelt with y. 

The Emperor was surprised and shocked. 
Chyng Pyng showed blank despair, but the 
minister applauded vociferously, while the 
Princess, veiled, retimed her seat. Chyng Pyng, 
whose fate seemed certain, seeing no help or 
sympathy in any face, prepared for death, 
which seemed now imminent, when the Prin- 
cess Chang Pang rosfc, and, throwing off her 
veil, acknowledged her heart melted, aud ex- 
pressed her intention of giving him her hand in 
marriage, saying she loved him from the first, 
which last remark staggered him. All the 
court were delighted, except Chong Pong, who, 
overwhelmed with disappointment, soon after- 
wards left the court, and married his cook, for 
it seemed no one else would have him. The 
Prince then disclosed his name and rank, which 
gave great delight to both the Emperor ar.d 



Princess, and, after a short delay to prepare the 
marriage festivities, Chyng Pyng and Chang 
Pang were united in wedlock, and became the 
parents of a long line of Kings. 

Tub Ciu.ne.sb Rkdeixion. — T in TaepingB, 
proceeding from bad to worse with a rapidity 
scarcely equalled by their growth in power, have 
suffered a defeat which will do much toward re- 
storing the original power of the empire to le- 
gitimate hands. The whole bloody record of 
the Heavenly Elder Brother and the Heavenly 
Younger Brother — a poor travesty upon Scrip- 
tore story — accompanied by such murders and 
de.olations as have been rarely recorded, draws 
to its close- Prospering at first, with hardly au 
interruption, against the Emperor and his or- 
ders — against Mandarins of all buttons — against 
armies despatched against them— they suddenly 
met a reverse, and have now fallen nfitil even 
Nankin is taken from their control. This de- 
feat is very favorable to the restoration of law, 
order, and pcaec in China. 

Nankin was surrendered by the Tappings on 
the 19th of July. It is the capital of the prov- 
ince of Kiangsn, on the banks of the Yangtsze 
Kiang, and must not ho confounded with 
Nganking, which lies further np the same 
stream. The Yangtsze it one of the great riv- 
ers of the globe, and its commerce made aud 
has sustained Nankin. The uame signifies son 
of the great water, or son of the sea, and its 
sources are in East Thibet, near the fountains of 
the Mcking and Irrawaddy. Its total length, 
including the Kinshakiang, is about three thou- 
sand miles. Its tributaries ars large rivers, and, 
like the Amazon, the Danube, the Volga, and 
the Mississippi, it forms a mighty artery for 
drainage and commerce. It is navigable for 
seven hundred miles, two hundred of which 
will bear the largest ship. The mouth is thirty 
miles broad. This river has made Nankin. 

Nankin was the capital of the empire up to 
the thirteenth century, when that mythical po- 
tentate Khubla Khan removed the power to 
Peking, and the old capital diminished to one- 
eighth of its greatest size and population. The 
Mauchoo or Tartar dynasty — tho pure Norman 
aristocracy of China — divided themselves from 
the Chinese proper iu this capital by a lofty 
wall. The former part is broad, regular, and 
welljVcntilated; the latter crowded, narrow, and 
nasty. The city contained the great porcelain 
tower, aud the tomb of the kings. Its trade, 
by means of the grand,' canal, extended across 
the Yellow river and up the Peiho to Poking; 
while the Yangtsze gave it maritime power and 
access to all the interior of the empire. Its 
manufactures have been great and varied, aud 
arc especially known to “outside barbarians” 
by Nankin cloth, satin and India ink. The 
treaty of J M3 between England aud China was 
signed here, owing to the compulsion of a large 
British military force. 

This city, so important geographically, his- 
torically, and politically — for a thousand years 
the metropolis of the empire, and ever since sec- 
ond only to the northern capital — has heou the 
headquarters of the faction which, mingling a 
most crude Christianity with an absurd theory 
of political rule, sought to overthrow the insti- 
tutions, hardened by centuries, and conservative 
of all Chinese ideas, even if unfriendly to those 
of the west. In their possession its buildings 
have been destroyed by lire and neglect, its pop- 
ulation dispersed by cruelty, murder, aud taxa- 
tion, its commerce annihilated, and all of its 
importance thrown aside. Iti their dispersion 
there is reason to hope that the unflagging in- 
dustry of the people may restore mueli of its 
value, and rebuild that commerce which was as 
valuable to foreign nations as to the Chinese. 

The revolution in China has been viewed with 
very different feelings by civilized nations since 
it broke forth. The first reports made it an 
uprising of Christians in behalf of purer reli- 
gion. So Mr. Morrison once thought it. As 
tills idea faded before I letter knowledge of lire 
blasphemous pretensions of the leaders and the 
lawlessness of their followers, it was asserted 
to t>e a struggle for political ameliorations. 
The defiance of law and disregard of life which 
lived in its wake disproved the claim. It was 
finally represented to be in alliance with a 
wish for communication witli the outer world. 
The murder of some and banishment of other 
Europeans gave sufficient contradiction to this 
It lias come to be considered as nothing more 
than a grand disturbance of uneasy spirits 
with no higher incentive tliaa a lust for power. 
It has destroyed much aud contracted nothing. 
The kingdom lias been upturned and desolated; 
its internal aud foreign commerce almost anni- 
hilated, and notone good thing has been pro- 
duced. The conquest of Nankin indicates tha 
law has once more gained the whip-hand, and 
that rebellion is on the road to its extinction. 
Though there is much in China to he learned 
and unlearned, this is not the best method of 
education; and for the benefit of foreign nations, 
as web as for the welfare of China, we may- 
hope that the success won at Nankin may be 
continued everywhere until tlie Taepings, no 
better than destroyers and murderers, are effec- 
tually willed out. v 

When that poiut is attained we may hope for 
the commencement of a slow but healthy 
growth. General Gordon aud other foreigners 
enlisted in this war, upon 011 c side or the other, 
have been school-masters whose lessons will out- 
live their own day. Ttie strange civilization 
and culture of annals which pretend to trace 
wars, treaties, powers, aud Iambics tar beyond 
the creation, the almost valueless code of Con- 
fucius, the absurd theology of Brahm, Sintoo, 
and Boodhist. wib vanish, and the rich plateau, 
more densely populous than any other portion 
of the. globe, will grow green with some such 
cultivation as lias built up Egypt and Greece and 
Rome, Germany, France, and England, as well 
as America, since its beginning. 

The subject is not one of mere curious inter- 
est to us. Onr growing trade with China has 
been heightened by onr Pacific growth. The 
opening of Japan will enlarge it. The inroads 
of Russia along the Amoor and her possessions 
at Pctropolovski must increase it. If now Chi- 
nn can be awakened from the strange lethargy 
of ages and be led to mingle with the affairs of 
the world, instead of leading- a recluse life, the 
whole current will be swollen ami all of the re- 
turn- magnified. Then we may expect that uu- 
linniuiebed enteprisc will start a vigorous com- 
merce with San Francisco and Oregoti, which 
will draw from the busy industry of ois-Misiis- 
sippi States and cities and make us the great 
viaduct for that fruitful commerce of the Orient 
which has enriched every nation that lias con- 
trolled it from a day long prior to Alexander.

on» story: “A few days ago au old woman died 
in the small town of IJcvikz.ee, on the banks of 
tlie Scheldt.

Longevity. — S ome interesting statistics as to 
the geographical distribution of health and dis- 
ease have been published. According to these, 
tlie changes of longevity are greatly in favor of 
tlie more northerly latitudes. Near tlie top of 
tlie scale are Norway, Sweden, and parts of 
England. Of cities, Vienna stands the lowest, 
and the highest is London. A cool or cold cli- 
mate neat; the sea is the most favorable for lon- 
gevity. While formerly one out ol every thirty 
of the population of England, France, and Ger- 
many died in each year, now the average is 
one i"n forty-five. Tbe’chances of Ufe in England 
have nearly doubled within eighty years

Tub Nbcklacbs of Histort. — A charming 
eorrespondent of the Home Journal, whom we 
have so often quoted, says: Necklaces were 
worn by both sexes among tho most refined of 
those nations which the Greeks called barba- 
rous, especially by tho Egyptians and the Per- 
sians. Tlie ladies of Greece and Rome adopt- 
ed them more particularly as bridal presents. 

In early days tlie simplest kind was made of 
berries, of glass, and of amethysts, strung to- 
gether. The head of Minerva (engraved in 
“Smith's Valuable Antiquities”) represents a 
row of drops hanging below the beads — the 
di-qi -, being arranged like rays, radiating from 
tlie centre. In Egyptian examples, golden liz- 
ards alternate with the drop* 

In the vicinity of Naples a very ancient and 
exquisitely wrought necklace was dug np, hav- 
ing seventy-one pendants. Three splendid gold 
ones, found in Etruscan tombs, and sold by 
the Prince of Cauino to the British Museum, 
consist of circles, lozenges, rosettes, and iw- 
lcaves: a heart lieing pendant from one of the 
centres. 

They were, occasionally, made to resemble a 
serpent coiled around tlie neck of the wearer; 
as was the ease with that given as a nuptial 
present by Venus to narmonin, which was or- 
namented in so elaborate a manner that Non- 
nu.s devotes fifty lines to its description. This 
famous necklace afterward appears (in the my- 
thology) as the bribe by which Eriphvle was 
tempted to persuade her hnsband to undertake 
the expedition against Thebes. 

Their splendor, as well as their value, were 
enhanced by the insertion of emeralds, and 
other precious stones. Amber necklaces aro 
mentioned by Homer; the clasps being ingen- 
iously contrived. Besides a band encircling 
the neck, there were, at times, a second, and 
even a third, row of ornaments passing over 
tho breast. Very valuable necklaces were also 
placed as offerings upon the statues of Venus, 
Minerva, and other goddesses; being in accord- 
ance with the description of their attire given 
by nomcr. 

In Britain, the earliest ornaments for tlie 
neck worn by ladies (as seen on monumental 
effigies) consisted of a double chain of gold- 
line examples of which occur in the fifteenth 
century. During the reigns of Henry tho Sev- 
enth sail Elizabeth, it frequently assumed the 
form of a jewelled collar, with a pendant. Anne 
Bolcyn appears in a simple row of pearl?; and 
Queen Catherine Parr has a similar one, with 
drops hanging at intervals round her neck. 
The necklace of Queen Elizabeth eonsided of 
emeralds, rubies, and amethysts, set in a beau- 
tiful gold filagree pattern, with large pear- 
shaped pearls depending from each lozenge; 
added lo this lier neck was decorated witli long 
strings of pearls, festooned over the bosom, 
and descending ou either side, below the elbow, 
in tassels. 

A portrait of Lady Bedford, in the sam- 
reign, exhibits a most magnificent one of 
lozenge-shaped jewels hanging round liar shoul- 
ders, and gathered at lier breast, whence it is 
suspended in an elegant loop to the waist. We 
are also told by Fairholt that Queen Anne, of 
Denmark, wife of Jamas the First, wore several 
round lier neck. Tlie great display of these 
ornaments ceased in tlie following reign, and 
totally disappeared during the intolerant days 
of the Puritans; nor were they afterward 
scarcely ever worn in greater profusion than at 
present. 

In “Nares’s Glossary,” and in other places, 
we are told that a carcanet was a “necklace set 
witli stones or strung with pearls” — being a 
diminutive of the old French word carcan. They 
are frequently mentioned by our ancient poeta 
and dramatists:

Shakespeare'* Sonnet*. 

The most remarkable incident connected 
with necklaces, to be found in the pages of his- 
tory, occurred during tlie great French Revolu- 
tion, and is known as “the affair of the div 
mond necklace," in which the most infamous 
aspersions were cast on the character of Marie 
Antoinette, wife of Louis the Sixteenth. An in- 
triguing adventuress, known as the Countess 
dc Larnotte, on her arrival in Paris, succeeded 
in gaining an introduction to the Queen, and to 
Cardinal de Rohan, Grand Almoner to the 
King. She persuaded the Cardinal that she 
could gain for him tlie affections of the Queen 
(v liom lie professed to love, hut who had quite 
an aversion to himi, and she even induced a 
courtezan, named M ile D’Oliva, to personate 
lier majesty at a midnight interview with his 
eminence, in the gardens of Versailles, in Au- 
gust, 17M. The Countiv » subsequcBliv 
b id him that the Queen was desirous 
of getting a magnificent diamond neck- 
lace, then in tlie hands of tlie court jew- 
eller: and that the purchase of this ornament 
(valued at f.'ijOJtOO), would do much toward 
winning tlie Queen's heart — the money, how- 
ever, was to be considered as a loan. Tho 
Countess succeeded in getting possession of the 
necklace-, which she pretended she had given 
to the Queen, and, for several months, kept 
tl.e robbery concealed by producing forged 
bills and letters, apparently written by the 
latter. At length tlie plot exploded, and, 
wlieii the time for payment arrived, the 
Cardinal, being unable to meet the demand, 
ti id the jeweller that lie had bought it for the 
Queen; finally, a direct application of the jew- 
eller to Her Majesty awoke suspicion, and 
brought on a judicial investigation — resulting 
in tlie Countess and her accomplice being in- 
carcerated in tlie Bastile. The Cardinal was 
then tried and acquitted,' while the Countess 
was sentenced to be whipped, branded ou 
tbc shoulder, and imprisoned for life. Her 
corporeal punishment, owing to lier desperate 
resistance, was one of the most dreadful scenes 
on record. Having been incarc erated for two 
years, she escaped and fled to London (where 
her Inn-band had been living on the proceeds of 
the sale of the diamonds). After mouths of dis- 
sipation, the Countess was, one morning, found 
dead in tlie streets of the great metropolis — hav- 
ing fallen, while intoxicated, from a window iu 
tlie third story of her house. The Count sur- 
vived her, aud twice wrote a distorted aeeount 
of the whole affair, continuing to defame the 
Queen; the first manuscript was seized by the 
French police, and the second was greatly mu- 
tilated. The latter (.“Affair clu Collier ”) was 
printed, in 1858, under the supervision of L. 
Laeour. Tlie prolific pen of Alexander Dumas 
lias, also, contributed to fiction “Tlie Queen’s 
Necklace; or, The Secret History of the Court 
of Louis XVI.” However, tlie best account of 
Llria notorious affair may be found in “Louis 
Blanc’s History of Lite French Revolution.” 

Tlie history of the United States allot ds us an 
authentic and stirring story of another diamond 
necklace, in striking and most favorable con- 
trast with that of the anfortunate Marie An- 
toinette. The following is an ontlino of tlie par- 
ticulars of this affair: 

The proceedings of the American Congress 
were very imperfectly reported before the time 
of Mr. Joseph Galea] senior, who was the first 
that made a report of the debates whieli ap- 
peared in the newspapers the next morning. 
The day (Tuesday, January 26, 1X30) that Mr. 
Webster made bis" memorable reply to the attack 
of Mr. Hayne, of South Caroline," Joseph Gales 
met him as he was going to the Capitol, and in- 
quired how long he intended to speak. “About 
half an hour,” was the reply. The Editor’s du- 
ties at that time were pressing, but he ventured 
to take so much time from them. Mr. Webster, 
however, direetlv after, was joined by Judge 
Store’, who said that the lime had come for 
Mr. "Webster to give the country his views 
on the constitution. To this proposition tlie 
Senator assented. Mr. Gales took up his pen- 
cil, unaware of this new arrangement, and, 
alike unconscious of the lapse of time under 
the enchantment of tlie orator, ho continued to 
write until the close of the speech. But, when 
he came to look at tlie notes, the magnitude of 
the task that it would be to write them out ap- 
peared so formidable, that lie shrunk from it as 
an impossibility. Soon after Mr. Webster 
called on Mr. Gales, and requested a report of 
his speech. “I have the notes,” said the re- 
porter, “but I shall never have time to write 
them out ” This led to some remonstrance 
and persuasion, but the overworked editor 
stood firm. At this juncture Mrs. Gales came 
forward and offered to undertake the task, sav- 
ing that she could decipher her husband’s short- 
hand, as she had occasionally dono so. She 
had heard the speech, and the resistless sweep 
of its argument, and tlie gorgeous magnificence 
of Us imagery were yet vivid in her mind. In 
the course of a week Mr. Gales submitted to 
Mr. Webster tbc report of bis speech in the 
hand wilting of his wife. Scarcely a word 
needed to be changed, and soon a diamond 
necklace accompanied the rich thanks ol tho 



eloquent statesman. Thus was savod to iitera- 
ature the most memorable oration of the Amer- 
ican Senate. 

The remaining historical incident, eouneeted 
with the theme npon which we write, relates to 
the marriage of the Princess of Wales, upon 
which occasion the corporation of Loadon pre- 
sented to her a necklace of unusual magnifi- 
cence and beauty, consisting of a double row of 
diamonds, set in tho form of ponderous “dew- 
drops.”

That the Queen, iu her indignation at the aeuuit- 
tai of Cardinal IX- Kohau, felt that ahe was receiving the 
first of a long series of heavy blows, is to be seen iu the 
following agonized words, hastily scrawled to the Duch- 
ess LX- Pol ignac at the moment .of tlie tidings reaching 
her 

“Come and weep with me, come sod comfort yonr 
friend, my dearest Poiiguuc! The judgment which his 
been pronounced is a frightful insult. 1 am steeped in 
the tear* of distress and despniri One can flatter oue’a 
self with no hope when perversity sets itself to discover 
every means to outrage inr very soul! What ingrati- 
tude! But I wifi triumph oyer the miscreants by do- 
ing triple the good I haye always tried to do. It will bo 
more easy for them to afllict me than to drag me into 
revenging myself on them. Come, my dear Heart!” 

Till- volume from which this letter is translated is 
commended to all who continue to suspect the Quo so of 
the hsat complicity in this great historical scandal.
